Czech Witness Tells of 
Other Prisoners Being 
Kept in Ice Water 38 
Hours in Tests.

DACHAU, Germany, Nov. 16 
(AP)—A former inmate of the 
Dachau concentration camp told 


a United States military court 
today that 8000 Russian prisoners 
of war were executed en masse 
there. 

Pointing at four of the 40 de- 
fendants, he named them as per- 
petrators of the atrocities he re- 
cited. ! 

The accused men reddened as 
the witness, Dr. Franz Blaha, a 
Czechoslovakian political prisoner 
at Dachau from 1941 to 1945, told 
of gassings, painful medical expe- 
riments, beatings, starvings, lash- 
ings and torture, 

Dr. Blaha’s recital of the tor- 
tures caused emotion even among 
the eight war-hardened United 
States Army officers trying the 
case. Audible gasps among the 
courtroom audience frequently 
were heard as Blaha demonstrated 
in tortuous poses some of the 
cruelties. 

He told of experiments in which 
prisoners were immersed in ice 
water as long as 38 hours while 
blood was drawn periodically from 
the necks of the victims for ex- 
amination. 

Defense Move Fails. 

The eight-member ‘tribunal is 
hearing the case in the center of 
the former prison camp, where, 
the prosecution estimated, 200,000 
bodies were cremated. Judges and 
counsellors wore sidearms. 

The defense, handled by four 
United States Army officers and 
a German civilian, yesterday chal-

State Body Urges Halt in 
Pick-Sloan Projects Un- 
til Reviewed — For 
Basin Authority. 


The Missouri State MVA Com- 
mission, meeting here today, 
agreed unanimously on a report 
opposing the pending Murray bill 
for creation of the Missour! Val- 
ley Authority and calling for stop- 
ping the Missouri flood reservoir 
projects proposed under the rival 
Pick-Sloan plan until they can 
be reviewed, 

However, the commission ad- 
vocated establishment of a re- 
gional water resources authority 
for the Missouri basin, with re- 
stricted powers, and conceded 
that the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, pattern for MVA, has 
been beneficial to its territory 
and stands well among the people 
there, 

It was agreed by the commis- 
sion that the Murray bill is “ob- 
jectionable,” but the report does 
not state the objections. Some 
members of the commission have 
complained of the extensive pow- 
ers which the bill would give 
MVA and the variety of activities 
which MVA might enter for de- 
velopment of the region. They 
also have objected to the concen- 
tration of authority in the hands 
of a three-man board like TVA’s. 

Similarly, the commission did 
not go into its reasons for oppos- 
ing the application of the Army’s 
Pick-Sloan reservoir plan to Mis- 
souri, but this reflects ccnsider- 
able criticism throughout the state 
of this set of projects, which the 
Army engineers are preparing to 
carry out. The commission elim- 
inated a recommendation that the 
suggested review be made by the 
new Missouri Basin InterzAgency 
Commfttee, headed by an Army 
engineer general.

SHANGHAI, Nov, 16 (AP)—The 
United States China theater head- 
quarters reported today that a 
train bearing Maj. Gen. Dewitt 
Peck, First Marine division com- 
mander, was under fire from a 
Communist-occupied village in 
north China yesterday. 

Gen. Peck, uninjured, requested 
that American planes strafe the 
village if the firing continued, 
headquarters said. Lt. Gen, Albert 


C. Wedemeyer, commanding 
United States forces in China, in 
a careful reply authorized “appro- 
priate military action,” but only 
after “considerable” warning to 
the village and adequate precau- 
tions to avoid endangering inno- 
cent persons. 

Headquarters was unable to 
confirm Tientsin reports that 
Marines aboard the train returned 
the fire, 

The report of the attack was 
received by Wedemeyer from Maj. 
Gen. Keller Rockey, commander 
of the Third Amphibious Corps. 
Rockey’s message said the train 
was en route from Tangshan to 
the coal port of Chinwangtao, and 
that the small-arms fire was com- 
ing from a village 600 yards north 
of Lwanhsien. 

Instructions on Warning. 

Rockey instructed Peck to send 
an emissary to the village to in- 
form the Communist leader that 
‘if firing continues I will order 
an air strafing mission against 
the village.” 

Rockey’s message also reported 
that 300 yards of track and road- 
bed of the railway had been de- 
stroyed by mines, causing several 
casualties among Chinese workers. 
No American casualties were re- 
ported. 

Wedemeyer in his reply said, in 
part: 

“It is desired that you inform 
the military leader or responsible 
authority in that village in writ- 
ing, both through a carefully se- 
lected emissary and_ through 
dropped leaflets that fire from 
that particular village is endan- 
gering American lives and that 
such firing must be stopped, 

“After insuring that your warn- 
ing to said military leader or re- 
sponsible authority has been re- 
ceived and understood, and should 
firing that jeopardizes American 
lives continue, you are authorized 
to take appropriate military 
action. Your warning and action 
should include necessary measures 
to insure the safety of innocent 
persons.” 

Wedemeyer said that General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek and Gen. 
Chou En-lai, Communist leader in 
Chungking, had been informed of 
the exchange of messages. 

Fire Returned, Dispatch Says. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Olen Clements, at Tientsin, said 
travelers reported that Marines 
aboard the train returned the fire, 
but Marine headquarters remained 
silent.

F. D. R. Expected Jap Move. 

A Japanese message to Tokyo 
intercepted nearly a month before 
Pearl Harbor described the late 
President Roosevelt as believing 
then that Japan would be “on the 
move soon.” 


The message, sent by Japanese 
Ambassador Kichisaburo Nomura 
on Nov. 10, 1941, quoted “a cer- 
tain Cabinet member” as having 
told Nomura that Roosevelt and 
the then Secretary of State, Cor- 
dell Hull, did not believe the im- 
pending “peace” conferences 
would alter the tense diplomatic 
situation. 


* 

The peace conferences were to 
begin shortly with Nomura and 
special envoy Saburo Kurusu rep- 
resenting the Japanese Govern- 
ment, 


In a message that was decoded 
and translated by United States 
Army intelligence two days after 
it was sent, Nomura said that on 
Nov. 9 a Cabinet member had 
. talked to him. Without naming 
him, the Japanese ambassador 
quoted the Cabinet official as fol- 
lows: 

“You are indeed a dear friend 
of mine and I tell this to you 
alone. The American government 
is receiving a number of reliable 
reports that Japan will be on the 
move soon. The American govern- 
ment does not believe that your 
visit on Monday to the President 
or the coming of Mr. Kurusu will 
have any effect on the general 
situation.” 

When Nomura protested that 
neither the Japanese government 
nor its people desired a war with 
the United States, the Cabinet 
member was quoted as replying: 

“Well, our boss, the President, 
believes those reports and so does 
the Stcretary of State.”

F.D.R. EXPECTED JAP MOVE SOON, CODE TO TOKYO SAID NOV.10,'41 


ARMY TO RELEASE FATHERS 
OF 3; POINT SCORE CUT TO 55 


All Married Wacs Who Entered the Service 
Prior to May 12, 1945,Will Be 
Discharged. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
The War Department announced 
today that all enlisted men with 
three or more children less than 
18 years old will be discharged 
upon request. 

This was one of several changes 
in discharge regulations which 
the department said will release 
an additional 783,000 persons, 

In addition to a slight reduction 
in point scores for discharge of 
enlisted men and officers and en- 
listed Wacs effective Dec. 1, the 
changes provide for length of. ser- 
vice, regardless of age, as a dis- 
charge factor; and release of all 
married Wacs, both officers and 
enlisted women, who enlisted prior 
to May 12, 1945. 

Under the system beginning Dec. 
1, here are the qualifications for 
discharge: 

Male enlisted personnel — 55 
points as computed on Sept. 2 (in- 
stead of the present 60); or four 
years of honorable military serv- 
ice; or three or more children un- 
de 18 years. In addition, previous- 
ly established factors will remain 
in effect which make a_ soldier 
eligible for discharge if he is 35, 
36 or 37 years old and has com- 
pleted two years of service, or is 
38 years old regardless of length 
of service. 


Enlisted Wacs— 32 points (in- 
stead of 34); or those who are 
married and who enlisted prior to 
May 12. Previously established 
ruels make a Wac eligible if she 
is 35, 36 or 37 years old and has 
two years of service, or is 38 years 
old regardless of service. 

Male officers (excluding medical 
department officers) — 73 points 
(instead of 75); or four years and 
three months of military service. 
Officers will continue to be elig- 
ible for discharge if they are 50 
years old or over. 

The present score of 387 points 
for Wac officers was left un- 
changed, the only new provision 
being the marriage clause. Wac 
officers will continue to be eligible 
for release if they are 40 years old. 

The Army said it will continue 
discharging surplus personnel in 
this country who are not qualified 
for overseas duty even though 
they do not have enough points 
for release. Other factors for dis- 
charge, including hardship or de- 
pendency or importance to the 
national health, safety or interest 
will remain in effecst. 

The Army said “further an- 
nouncement concerning medical 
department discharge factors will 
be made before the middle of: De- 
cember.” 


formed by Tokyo that Nov. 25 was 
the deadline for concluding nego- 
tiations with the United States, 
was one of a series made public 
by the congressional investigating 
committee, 

Taere remained little doubt, 
after yesterday's presentation of 
the intercepted Japanese mes- 
sages, that official Washington 
knew Japan was on the verge of 
going to war. 

From January 1941, eleven 

months before the attack, the 
United States armed forces had 
been intercepting and decoding 
Japanese military messages. They 
had broken the Japanese diplo- 
matic code by Aug. 8, 1941, and 
Tokyo's instructions to its repre- 
sentatives in the world’s capitals 
were being read by Americans. 
It was in this flood of messages 
that Nomura’s report on his con- 
versation with the cabinet officer 
stood out, among these others: 

The Japanese were reporting 
in detail the movements of the 
United States Pacific Fleet and 
continued reporting it until the 
day before the attack, 

They ordered their code books 
and machines destroyed Dec. 2. 

They apparently believed that 
the United States and Great 
Britain were preparing to occu- 
py The Netherlands East Indies 
and they were prepared to at- 
tack in that area. 


The Japanese told their Axis 
allies as early as the last week 
in November that negotiations 
with the United States were 
broken off and got German and 
Italian promises to join with 
them if they went to war 
against the Americans. 


Told to Play for Time. 
In the record of messages laid 
before the committee were many 
which indicated that Tokyo had 
instructed its “peace”: ambassa- 
dors to play for time while the 
Japanese task force already was 
steaming toward Pearl Harbor. 
Nomura and Kurusu were told 
by Tokyo in a Nov. 28 message 
the Navy translated the same day 
that the negotiations with the 
United States actually were being 
broken off, but told them not to 
give that impression here. 
On Dec. 1, the Japanese here 
asked Tokyo whether it would be 
possible to arrange a conference 
at Honolulu between Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace, or Harry Hopkins, 
representing the United States, 
and former Premier Konoye for 
Japan. 
“We realize, of course,” the mes- 
sage said, “that an attempt to 
have President Roosevelt and for- 
mer Premier Konoye meet, failed,” 

Tokyo told Berlin on Nov. 30, 
1941, in a message translated here 
Dec. 1, that negotiations with the 
United States “now stand ruptured 
—broken.” 

“In the face of this our empire 
faces a grave situation and must 
act with determination,” said the 
message, which asked the Japa- 
nese ambassador to arrange for 
talks with Hitler and German 
Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop. ’ 

. Wanted “Peaceful” Message. 

‘On Dec, 3, 1941, Nomura sent 
Tokyo a message urging the Jrmp- 
anese Government to make its 
reply to an American inquiry 
about the increase in Japanese 
forces in Indochina clear as to 
“our peaceful intentions.” 

“There is no saying but what 


the United States Government will 
take a bold step, depending upon 
how our reply is made,” the mes- 
sage said. 

In the same message in which 
Nomura told of his conversation 
with the unidentified Cabinet offi- 
cer, the ambassador also reported 
he had sent Frederick Moore, 
legal adviser to the Japanese em- 
bassy in Washington, to interview 
both Senator Elbert Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee and 
Secretary Hull. Moore brought 
back this report, Nomura said: 


“The United States is not bluff- 
ing. If Japan invades again, the 
United States will fight with Ja- 
pan. Psychologically the Ameri- 
can people are ready. The Navy 
is prepared and ready for action.” 

The late Frank Knox, then Sec- 
retary of the Navy, previously had 
made a speech which Nomura and 
other Japanese officials had in- 
terpreted in messages to Tokyo 
as indicating an aggressive atti- 
tude on the part of some Ameri- 
can officials that Nomura said did 
not seem to be borne out in diplo- 


matic conversations. 
After he had sent his telegram 


about the conversation with the 
Cabinet member, Senator Thomas 
and Hull, Nomura reported in an 
“extremely urgent” message the 
gist of talk he had had with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, which he said 
“was held in a private room in 
the White House to avoid pub- 
licity.” 

Nomura outlined at length the 
views of his government with re- 
spect to American demands for 
the withdrawal of Japanese troops 
from China and French Indochina 
and other matters then under dis- 
cussion. Then he quoted Roose- 
velt. as follows: 

“It is my earnest wish that the 
preliminary talks relative to this 
question would have good results 
which would serve as a basis of 
future negotiation. I will, just as 
the Japanese Government hopes, 
do my best in order to help carry 
on these negotiations successfully. 
I wish that the Japanese Govern- 
ment would clearly set forth its 
intention of following a peaceful 
course in this policy and not an 
opposite course. This is the way 
to attain the results toward which 
both you and we are working.” 
Further reporting to Tokyo, 
Nomura said that Roosevelt in- 
formed him the President had 
agreed with Prime Minister 
Churchill “‘to abolish the economic 
limitations throughout the world 


American officials had been 
urging the Japanese to agree on 
a policy of non-discrimination in 
trade throughout Asia, 


Eye on Properties in China. 
The series of intercepted mes- 
Sages disclosed that the Japanese 
had told their officials as early 
as July 26, 1941, to be prepared 
for “divesting England and the 
United States of all their interests 
in China.” 


On that date Tokyo notified its 
diplomatic circuit that if “things 
come to the worst” it wanted “all 
areas concerned to co-operate in 
either destroying or seizing the 
considerable mining and other in- 
dustrial equipment and ships of 
these countries.” 

The Army had decoded and 
translated this message by the 
next day, an example of the. fast 
work that permitted American 
diplomatic officials to call the turn 
of ‘events to the evident puzzle- 
ment of Japanese representatives. 

When Japanese in Canton in- 
formed Tokyo July 14, 1941, that 
an expeditionary force was to be 
sent to occupy French Indochina, 
the Army intelligence service was 
able to lay the full message before 
officials here five days later. 

Welles Predicted Jap Move, 

Sumner Welles, then Under Sec- 
retary of State, called Minister 
Wakasugi of the Japanese em- 
bassy before him two days later

BRITISH TAKE OVER 
FRIEDERICH ARUP 
PLANTS AT ESSEN 


Munitions Dynasty Will 
‘Cease to Exist’ as Re- 
sult of Seizure, Spokes- 
man Says. 


LUENEBURG, Germany, Nov. 
16 (AP)—The British Military 
Government took over today the 
properties of the German arma- 
ments firm of Friedrich Krupp 
of Essen in a move described as 
putting “an end for all time to 
the traditions and influences” so 
long associated with the once- 
powerful munitions dynasty. 

The military government officer 
said the Krupp concern would 
“cease to exist” as a reGit of the 
seizure of all its propérties, its 
subsidiaries and affiliated under- 
takings. 

The Military Government ap- 
pointed a controller, with head- 
quarters in the head Krupp of- 
fice at Essen, to take charge of 
all assets of the Friedrich Krupp 
plants which are in the British 
occupation zone, 


The present management will 
be dissolved and the managerial 
staff will be required to place 
itself at the disposal of the con- 
troller to carry on its duties until 
further notice, 


(Friedrich Krupp, who died in 
1902, was the father-in-law of Gus- 
tay Krupp von Bohlen und Hai- 
bach, who yesterday was granted 
a- delay in his trial by the Allies 
as a war criminal until “his physi- 
cal and mental condition permits 
it.” Gustav Krupp took the name 
of Krupp when he married into 
the dynasty of Germany’s fore- 
most steel and armaments fam- 
ily.) 


Du Pont Denies It Has Any Inter- 
est in I. G. Farben. 

NEW YORK, Nov, 16 (AP)— 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co. 
said in a statement yesterday that 
“recurring reports from Germany 
giving the impression that the du 
Pont company is a_ substantial 
stockholder in the I. G. Farben- 
industrie are entirely incorrect, 

“The du Pont company has no 
investments whatever in I. G. or 
any of its subsidiaries,” the state- 
ment said. 

“The only stock interest du Pont 
ever had in I. G. Farben,” it ex- 
plained, “came as the result of an 
investment of $1,785,522 made in 
1925 in the stock of two German 
explosive firms, Dynamit A. G. 
and Kiln-Rottweil, which later 
were merged with or came under 
the control of I. G, The Kiln-Rott- 
weil shares. were converted into 
I, G. shares. The investment was 
later increased by the exercise of 
purchase rights, to a total of $2,- 
395,316, which was approximately 
one half of 1 per cent of the issued 
shares of that company. 

“Du Pont began disposing of its 
investments in I. G. in 1933. Sale 
of its whole remaining I, G. in- 
vestment was authorized by du 
Pont in 1934, This proved difficult 
because of currency regulations 
and blocked mark requirements. 
The I. G. stock was, however, fully 
disposed of in 1940 at a loss of 
$671,406 and the Dynamit A. G. 
shares, sold at the same time, 
ae liquidated at a loss of $534,-

A statement released by the 
State Department disclosed that 
Ethridge’s findings in Bulgaria 
had been given to the Sofia gov- 
ernment as well as to the govern- 
ments of Russia and Britain.

COUNTY BUDGET OF $1,903,971 
PROPOSED; TAX RATE OF 87C 


A proposed 1946 budget for St. 
Louls county, providing for ex- 
penditures of $1,903,971 and antici- 
pated revenue of $1.905,478, was 
presented to the County Court 
yesterday by Comptroller Clarence 
Hackman.

Nimitz to Testify. 

Shortly before Eisenhower tes- 
tified, Senator Hill (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said Adm. Chester W. Nim- 
itz, Pacific fleet commander who 
flew to Washington for a naval 
conference, would appear before 
the committee tomorrow. 

Nimitz is expected to enlarge 
on Navy arguments against any 
merger of the armed forces. 

As to statements that creation 
of a single department would 
subordinate one service to an- 
other, Gen. Eisenhower commented 
that the result in AYrica and Eu- 
rope “proved such fears to be 
groundless.” 

Question of Germany. 


To arguments that Germany 
had a single military department 
and yet lost the war, Eisenhower 
replied: 

“The facts are that Germany 
never had such a single depart- 
ment, or even unity of direction 
except in the Fuehrer himself. 


“On the contrary, the luftwaffe 
was commanded by Reichsmarsha! 
Goering, who was second only to 
Hitler, and the successive chiefs 
of the German general staff were 
never able to achieve anything 
approaching unity of direction of 
the three components of the Nazi 
fighting machine. 

“One of the major contributing 
factors to the Nazi defeat was the 
utter lack of unified direction over 
the luftwaffe and the wehrmacht.” 

Testimony by Spaatz. 

Gen. Carl Spaatz of the Army 
Air Force told the committee yes- 
terday “Pearl Harbor proved the 
consequences of systematic dis- 
unity at the top.” 

Gen. Omar N. Bradley, a ground 
force leader in Africa and Europe 
before he became veterans’ ad- 
-ministrator, remarked that early 
in the African campaign “one serv- 
ice shot at the planes of another 
sexvice even in daylight.” 

Proper peacetime unity of direc- 
tion and training, he said, would 
obviate such mistakes. 

Eisenhower's Text. 


Following is the text of the 
statement of Gen. Eisenhower: 

“Gentlemen: I am acutely sensi- 
ble of the responsibility you bear 
to the Senate and to the nation in 
carefully considering, and _  ulti- 
mately recommending, whether to 
establish a single executive de- 
partment, at the seat of govern- 
ment, to co-ordinate and adminis- 
ter our three great fighting arms 
—the land, naval and air forces. 
These three forces constitute the 
nation’s security establishment, 
and they, in combination, have 
but a single mission—to discour- 
age or to repel aggression. You 
are necessarily, therefore, con- 
fronted with the important task 
of exploring the subject fully be- 
fore you arrive at your conclu- 
sions in the matter. I am there- 
fore honored that you have asked 
me to appear before you to ex- 
press my views on this vital sub- 
ject. 

“I come before you as a soldier 
to whom was entrusted the com- 
mand of the greatest combined 
force ever brought to bear against 
an enemy—a force composed of 
over five million soldiers, sailors 
and airmen brought together from 
the men and women of several na- 
tions, united in a common enter- 
prise, More than three million of 
those who made up the Allied ex- 
peditionary forces in Europe were 
men and women of the United 
States Army, Navy and Air Forces. 
I, therefore, prefer to speak to you 
as one who has been privileged to. 
know such a singular experience, 
and I should like to speak also as 
one who has experienced with 
them the successful conclusion of 
a great enterprise based on unity 
of command. 

Value of Unity Demonstrated. 

As Allied commander of the 
land, sea and air forces, employed 
against our enemies, first in the 
Mediterranean and next in north- 
west Europe, I know that our 
efforts would have met with fail- 
ure without unity of direction. No 
system of joint command could 
possibly have bro t victory to 
our cause. j 

“But that unity of command in 
the field, so vital to our success, 
was not easily achieved. When 
War came, at Pearl Harbor, we 


so badly battered by Amer- 
ican planes that she’ was 
forced to land her passengers 
on Olongapo Point, Luzon. 
Nearly 100 of the Americans 
already were dead from hor- 
rible conditions in the ship’s 
three holds. Suffpcation, 
hunger, thirst, madness—and 
American bombs—had taken 
their toll. 


When the order to leave the 
ship came the men had plunged 
into the water and struck out for 
land. A few had cut loose rafts 
and: planks on’ the offshore or 
starboard side, which was high. 
They set out to swim toward the 
Zambales mountains and a dis- 
tant lighthouse, thinking to reach 
the beach there and escape into 
the bush. 


Sniped by Japs. 

The Japanese, however, sent out 
a motorboat from shore with a 
machine gun and snipers, One 
by one the prisoners were hunted 
down. f 

Lt. Gerald Darling of Deming, 
N.. M., set forth on a raft with 
three others; they slipped off into 
the water and were not seen 
again. He was picked off by the 
Japanese, 

A Maj. Peterson, who had been 
in the forward hold and claimed 
he left it straight through the 
side of the ship rather than 
through the hatch, reached the 
beach. He said that he had heard 
men groaning and believed that 
some alive were still aboard. 
The first men to reach shore 
found that there was no true 
beach at all, but ankle deep water 
below an 8-foot seawall. <A few 
mounted the seawall to lie ex- 
hausted in the sun. 

They had hardly fallen flat when 
a machine gun opened up on 
them. The shore was in the 
hands of the well known J.N.L.P.s 
—the Japanese naval landing 
party—a kind of shock marines. 
In a clump of bushes about 200 
vards from the _ seawall they 
had mounted a machine gun, 


Beecher Takes Command. 

Lt. Col. Curtis Beecher of Chi- 
cago and Saratoga, Cal., a vigor- 
ous, gray-haired Marine “who 
looked like Victor McLaglen,” as 
one prisoner said, took quick com- 
mand of the situation. He ordered 
the strongest swimmers to plunge 
in again and help those who were 
struggling. 

He dived In himself and brought 
in about a half dozen. Each time 
he would say, “Come on; let’s help 
the men who are failing out 
there.” 

Chief Boatswain Taylor and he, 
clad alike in nothing but shorts, 
brought in man after man. One 
or two men had afterthoughts 
about the wreck, swam all the 
way out again, filled up on brown 
Sugar, and swam back. 

It was difficult to persuade the 
newcomers, once they reached the 
seawall, to squat down in the shal- 
lo. water in the cover of the 
wall. Not having heard the Japa- 
nese fire while they were thrash- 
ing toward shore, they refused to 
believe that there was already a 
machine gun set up against them. 
Several impetuously climbed up 
anyway, but when one was 
wounded they floundered back 
into the, water again, and 
crouche + the lee of the fire- 
swept seawall. 


Waving to U. S. Planes. 


The American planes returned 
again. Beecher gave orders for 
the strongest men to run up and 
down i the water, waving their 
clothes. The leading pilot seemed 
to get tne idea. He waggled his 
wings and flew off. 

The Japanese set up systematic 
foxholes in the bushes, with 
snipers to cover the seawall. The 
Americans were then allowed, 
after a parley, to climb up and 
rest in the sun, under the eyes of 
the Japanese rifles. 

Two Marine officers, Maj. An- 
drew J. Mathiesen of Los Angeles 
and a Lt. Keene, a graduate of 
South Carolina’s Citadel, ap- 
proached the J.N.L.P.s and ex- 
plained that the Americans had 
been without water for two days. 
There was a small faucet near 
the Japanese positions. The Japa- 
nese allowed them to go to the 
faucet in five-man details. 

Around noon, after the half- 
naked men had lain in the open 
sun for about two hours, the Japa- 
nese gave orders to them to break 
camp and prepare to move.

Comdr. Thomas H. Hayes of Nor- 
folk, Va., was immediately packed 
into the messkits and canteens 
which remained. When the bare- 
footed, sunburned marchers were 
ready, with two men to help each 
of the wounded, the Japs formed 
a line to guide them. With bay- 
oneted rifles and clubs the J.N.L.P.s 
were placed at intervals of about 
30 yards along a crooked line of 
march about a half-mile long to 
a tennis court about 500 yards 
back from the seawall, 


Batted Along by Japs. 


The long line of men straggled 
along slowly and weakly. Occa- 
sionally the Japanese batted them 
along, but there were no outright 
beatings. 


By about 3 in the afternoon the 
last of the bearded and bandaged 
prisoners were hobbling through 
the gate of the tennis court whiéh 
was to be their prison. 

It was a concrete court not far 
from an old Marine barracks, and 
undoubtedly some of the elder of- 
ficers had played there in the 
happy days when service life had 
been a country club. There was 
only one court, It was, of course, 
without @hade or shelter of any 
kind. It had the usual wire strung 
around, with an unpainted wall 
about 6 feet high at the bottom. 
At the side was a tall referee's 
= and a small water fau- 
cet. 

This court was to be the prison 
for some’ 1300 hungry, thirsty, 
battle-shocked, ill and in some 
cases wounded men who remained 
of the 1600 who had left Bilibid, 


Dead Stacked at Entry. 


They stacked their dead at the 
entrance to the court. They moved 
the tall referee's platform to the 
middle of the court, where it be- 
came a kind of lookout and com- 
mand post. 

Commander Warner Portz was 
still nominally senior officer, but 
so exhausting had been the ex- 
perience he underwent in the aft 
hold that both he and Commander 
Frank Bridget were depleted as 
well as wounded. Leadership was 
passing into the hands. of Lt. Col. 
Curtis Beecher, whose forward 
hold had suffered greatly, but not 
so much, 

“We saw that Bridget and Portz 
were fading,” says one Army Lieu- 
tenant. “Their throats were al- 
most gone from shouting orders. 
You could hardly hear them. Both 
had body wounds, and Portz was 
wounded in the head, too. I had 
never seen bravery and leader- 
ship in my life like that of Brid- 
get when men began dying in the 
hold. As for Portz, I had come 
to think of him as I would of my 
own father.” 

Beecher, sitting aloft in the ref- 
eree’s chair, had great difficulty 
establishing quiet and order, even 
in making himself heard. How 
could more than 1300 men be ar- 
ranged in a single tennis court? 

Finally it was managed — the 
Japanese paid no attention to this, 
leaving each impossible situation 
they created to the Americans— 
that the prisoners would be seated 
in rows of 52 men. This meant a 
row of 26 men in each court from 
the service baseline to where the 
net ordinarily would be, plus 26 
in the same line in the opposite 
court. They sat as they had in 
the bays or shelves of the Oroyku 
Maru, with their knees drawn up 
to their chins. The only variant 
of this that was possible was sit- 
ting spread eagle, with each man’s 
hauches in the fork of his neigh- 


‘bor’s legs. 


Jap Gun Silenced, 


The prisoners had barely got 
seated when they had reason to 
jump to their feet. A wave of 
three American planes came over 
the court. The prisoners crouched 
again a moment, not knowing 
whether they would be strafed, 
but the first plane’s target was 
the Japanese anti-aircraft gun on 
a knoll beyond the tennis court. 

The guns spoke, the plane 
roared down and silenced the gun, 
and as it swung up again a tinkle 
of empty. .50-ca - cartridge 
cases came huftling down and 
struck the coyrt’s concrete and a 
few sunburned __shoulders. 

The second plane hit the Oroyku 


Maru, apparently with a bomb,

RAMSEY SAYS HE 
GUNTESSED ATER 
THREAT BY POLICE 


Testifies He Admitted 
Killing - Woman _ Be- 
caue Police Said Wife 
Would Be Locked Up. 


Van Lee Ramsey testified today 
that he signed a confession of the 
murder of Miss Lena Afton David- 
son after police had thratened to 
put his wife in jail. This testi- 
money was given during a hear- 
ing to determine the admissibility 
of the statement as evidence in 


Ramsey’s trial for the murder of 
Miss Davidson last May 1. 

Under cross examination by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney John J. 
Bantle in Circuit Judge William 
B. Flynn’s court, Ramsey said his 
wife was brought to the police 
station crying. ‘‘They told me they 
were going to lock her up, so I 
said, ‘all right, I killed her (Miss 
Davidson),’” Ramsey testified. 

Silas E. Garner, counsel for 
Ramsey, contended in a motion 
filed today that the confessiongwas 
not voluntarf and should not be 
admitted as evidence in the mur- 
der trial. 

Detective Sgt. Walter Cliffe, to 
whom Ramsey first admitted he 
stabbed Miss Davidson in the 
throat, testified, after the jury 
had been taken from the court 
room, that no coercion, threats 
or promises were used by police 
in obtaining the confession. 

Ramsey admitted the killing to 
him after Cliffe had telephoned 
Ramsey’s wife and told her to 
come to the police station to see 
her husband, he testified, Ram- 
sey told him that when he ac- 
costed Miss Davidson on the cor- 
ner of Grace avenue and Osceola 
street, telling her, “This is a stick- 
up. Take it easy,” she hit him 
with her purse and he stabbed 
her with a butcher knife, Cliffe 
testified. 

Cliffe said Ramsey was given a 
hot meal during questioning, all 
the water he wished to drink, and 
good treatment in general. After 
signing the confession Ramsey re- 
enacted the killing at the scene of 
the crime, Cliffe said, 

Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E. Dowling, who took 
down the written confession, said 
he was summoned after police 
said Ramsey has made an oral 
statement. The prisoner appeared 
in good physical condition and 
had no apparent injuries, he said. 
During a preliminary conversation 
Ramsey answered questions read- 
ily, Dowling said, and when 
Dowling told him of his constitu- 
tional right to refuse to answer 
questions he said he wished to

When the bill was called for a 
vote there was little discussion of 
it, except for a statement by Al- 
derman Edgar J. Feely that the 
operation of the institution was a 
credit to the city and “human 
rights should be placed above 
economy to the city.” A measure 
which would authorize the state 
to buy the sanitarium under the 
arrangement is pending in the 
Legislature. 

Another bill, which would have 

eliminated tolls on MacArthur 
Bridge, was in effect killed by the 
board. Heated argument both for 
and against the collection of tolls 
was started by a report of the 
Public Utilities Committee in 
which it was recommended the 
bill be filed. A motion that the 
measure be recommitted to the 
committee failed by a vote of 17 
to 9, after which the committee 
recommendation was adopted, 19 
to 7. 
Condemnation of property along 
Morganford road from Gravois 
avenue south to the city limits, a 
distance of about two miles, would 
be authorized in a bill introduced 
to the board. The property would 
be needed to widen the road from 
its present 40 feet to 80 feet. The 
project is a part of the postwar 
works program.

had joint command. It was not 
until we surprised the enemy in 
North Africa that the first large- 
scale example of unified command 
emerged. But it was a new device 
and there were many difficulties 
which yet remained to be over- 
come. All of these had to be met 
and surmounted during actual op- 
rgations when lives were at stake. 
In my opinion, those difficulties 
grew directly from the traditional 
separation of the Army and Navy 
which is the inevitable outcome 
of ‘the present organization of our 
military departments. Separation 
at the top necessarily fosters sep- 
_ aration all along the line. 
Learning the Hard Way. 

“By the time we were ready to 
assault Sicily we had achieved 
unified command in that theater. 


We had achieved it by learning 
as we went—the hard way. 

“T will not relate here in this 
formal statement the fascinating 
account of the amphibious assault 
under air cover on the beaches of 
Normandy. Neither will I detail 
the magnificent teamwork of the 
land, naval, air and supply forces, 
which combined under single com- 
mand to break through the crust 
of enemy resistance at Saint Lo 
and finally to destroy him in a 
pursuit to the very heart of Ger- 
many, It took timing, co-ordina- 
tion and balance. And until final 
victory was achieved, all three 
of the great co-equal arms were 
continuously employed. It will 
not surprise the members of this 
committee to recall that the skill 
and knowledge of the naval arm 
was not alone employed on the 
seas but was brought to bear in 


the successful crossings of the 
Rhine. 

/ Replies to Objections. 

“After long and careful consid- 
eration, I cannot perceive the 
logic behind the objections which 
are voiced against the proposal 
before you. 

“T am told that the task of the 
Civilian secretary, who would pre- 
side over such a department, is 
beyond the capacity of any man. 
If this were true, then it follows 
that no man has the capacity to 
assume the Presidency of the 
United States. It was my respon- 
sibility to lead the Allied expedi- 
tionary forces through the Euro- 
pean campaign. The force em- 
ployed in this single theater of 
war far exceeds the total peace- 
time establishment which this na- 
tion would ever approve or could 
afford to maintain—or in my

judgment would ever need, And 
my responsibilities did not alone 
relate to military operations. 
There were, in addition, enormous 
problems involving military gov- 
ernment, displaced persons and 
first aid to the oppressed peoples 
of liberated countries. Surely 
such an objection cannot stand in 
the face of experience. 


Cites Results in Europe. 


“There is another objection, too, 
which I have heard expressed. 
Some have voiced the fear that 
the creation of such a single de- 
partment would subordinate one 
fighting service to another. Gen- 
tlemen, that is rather an old story 
to me. Both in Africa and Europe, 
it fell to my lot to organize a fight- 
ing team of ground, sea and air. 
Doubtless these same fears were 
present in the minds of one or 
more of the services involved. But 
the matter was urgent and deci- 
sions had to be made under the 
press of circumstances, I submit 
that the result proved such fears 
to be groundless and each of these 
services is now proud of the part 
it played in the unified, balanced 
force which decisively defeated 
what was considered the most 
formidable force we and our allies 
had ever encountered. I have no 
doubt that once the step is taken 
here, the same result will follow. 


“At one time I was an infantry- 
man, but I have long since for- 
gotten that fact under the re- 
sponsibility of commanding com- 
bined arms, 


“T have heard it said, too, that 
Nazi Germany had a single mili- 
tary department and that it 
brought her defeat. The facts are 
that Germany never had such a 
single department or even unity 
of direction except in the Fuehrer 
himself. On the contrary, the 
Luftwaffe was commanded by 
Reichsmarshal Goering, who was 
second only to Hitler, and the suc- 
cessive chiefs of the German gen- 
eral staff were never able to 
achieve anything approaching 
unity of direction of the three com- 
ponents of the Nazi fighting ma- 
chine. One of the major contribut- 
ing factors to the Nazi defeat was 
the utter lack of unified diréction 
over the Luftwaffe and the Wehr- 
macht, both in the Mediterranean 
and in Europe. 

Necessary for Security. 

‘IT have carefully considered 
this problem, both from the basis 
of my experience as chief of 
operations of the War Depart- 
ment, and as an Allied commander 
of combined forces. I am con- 
vinced that unless we have unity 
of direction in Washington 
through the years of peace that 
lie ahead, we may enter another 
emergency, in a time to come, as 
we did at Pearl Harbor. It is in 
time of peace that this nation 
must preserve a balanced, ade- 
quate measure of our land, sea 
and air power lest we lose the 
peace we have so dearly bought. 

“We have learned by hard ex- 
perience that the nation’s secur- 
ity establishment is, in fact, a 
single fighting team composed of 
three services each supplementing 
the other in proper-balance. It 
must mean that it is now neces- 
sary to so organize that we can 
obtafn a well-rounded annual pro- 
gram, The need is for efficiency, 
economy, simultaneous over-all con- 
sideration of the requirements and 
the maximum pooling of talent. 
What is required of us in war we 
must prepare to do in peace. 

Summary of Reasons. 

“In conclusion, I should like to 
summarize for you the reasons 
which impel me to conclude that 
we must now establish a single 
executive department to preside 
over three co-equal and autono- 
mous fighting arms: 

“1, It is essential in order that 
there may be a well-rounded mili- 
tary program which insures for 
us the maximum protection for 
each dollar appropriated. 

“2. It is not feasible to arrive 
at the size or composition of each 
arm without simultaneously con- 
sidering the others. Each arm sup- 
plements the other and no single 
service can be independently con- 
sidered. 

“3, The national security is safe- 
guarded only if the security estab- 
lishment is fashioned, trained and 
administered under single direc- 
tion—by a single department. 

“4. The era of atomic weapons, 
pilotless missiles makes unity of 
concept, indoctrination, and train- 
ing more necessary than ever. 

“5. The pooling of talent in. the 
field of scientific research and de- 
velopment is an absolute neces- 
sity. Only through a single de- 
partment can co-ordinated devel- 
opment of new weapons be as- 
sured. 

“6. There is the absolute need 
for economy in administration if 
we are, as a nation, to afford an 
adequate security establishment. 
So long as there are two executive 
departments in Washington, in- 
stead of one, we will continue to 
be harassed with the needless ex- 
travagance of double administra- 
tion, overlapping duplications, dif- 
fering standards, and competitive 
procurement, 

“7. If we do not integrate the 
executive management of the 
three members of our fighting 
team, our postwar security estab- 
lishment will become the patch- 
work improvisation that is inev- 
itable where independent depart- 
ments at different times compete 
before separate congressional com- 
mittees. With integration we can 
buy more security for less money. 
Without it we will’ spend more 
money and obtain less security. 

“8 One of the most important 
and least understood factors in 
modern war is that it is essential- 
ly a matter of perfected team- 
work, Perfected teamwork re- 
sults as much from friendly asso- 
ciation over a period of years as 
it does from the more obvious rea- 
sons of combined tactical training 
and dctrine. By unification at the 
top we emphasize to our soldiers, 
sailors and airmen the essential 
truth that each wears the uniform 
of the nation’s fighting forces and 
that his natural friends and 
trusted associates are the others 
who wear that uniform, regardless 
of its color or design. 

“9. Finally, there is no such 
thing as a separate land, sea or 
air war; therefore we must now 
recognize this fact by establishing 
a single department of the armed 
forces.”

TOBRTAIN RUSGI 


Explains Letter, Says He 
Does Not Want Nation- 
alized Industries 


Turned On Us.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—TIf, as 
seems likely, the terms of the 
multi-billion-dollar American loan 
to the United Kingdom are an- 
nounced shortly, they are not ex- 
pected to include the recommen- 


dations Bernard M. Baruch has 
been making during the last sev- 
eral months to our officials and 
the British negotiators. 

The 75-year-old adviser to Pres- 
idents has been criticised in some 
editorial and public circles for 
that paragraph in his recent let- 
ter to his young friend, Repre- 
gpentative Albert Gore (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, which said: 

“We must be careful when we 
give aid to other countries, that 
this aid is not used to nationalize 
their industries against us, to de- 
stroy our own competitive sys- 
tem, which, I think, should be 
preserved. England, Czechoslova- 
kia, France and other countries 
are nationalizing or are about to 
nationalize their industries. Rus- 
sta has totalized herself—one buy- 
er and one seller—and is total- 
izing all countries coming under 
her aegis.” 

Some persons inferred from this 
that the economic statesman was 
against a loan to Britain and 
wanted to force a change of gov- 
ernments in the borrowing coun- 
tries. 


Incorrect, He Says. 

The Post-Dispatch has learned 
that Baruch is telling friends and 
critics that this inference is quite 
incorrect; above all, that he is 
not opposing a loan or a line of 
credit to Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union, and that he does not 
think this country should inter- 
fere in the domestic affairs of 
the prospective borrower. 

But he does not want the to- 
talized countries to be able to use 
their nationalized industries against 
us. His;letter to Representative 
Gore, he is telling friends, should 
be read as a whole, with particu- 
lar reference to the resources, 
fiscal and natural, ascertained to 
be available in this country. If 
he could have his way, he would 
have representatives of all the 
prospective borrowers sit together 
at a table to present their argu- 
ments for individual loans, and 
at some stage of the proceedings, 
this government’s representative 
would point out that only so 
many resources were available for 
foreign lending after this country 
has been allotted its essential re- 
quirements, 
The primary theme of the Gore 
letter was inflation in the United 
States, a possibility Baruch fears 
as not only catastrophic for this 
country but subsequently for the 
rest of the world. ‘As to loans, 
Baruch is primarily interested in 
how they would affect the econ- 
omy of this country and its com- 
petitive system. 

Three Conditions, 
Since all prospective borrowers 
were not called together to sub- 
mit their requests, and since this 
government has no inventory of 
the country’s resources, Baruch 
would make the British loan some- 
thing of a precedent, but allowing 
for the fact that other countries 
have difterent problems and dif- 
ferent capacities to repay. 
His first condition would be 
that. the borrower ghould be ex- 
plicit about how it intended to 
use the loans—in other words, 
what specific items it planned to 
buy in this country with the dol- 
lar balance the loan creates. If 
the borrower wanted goods al- 
ready in high demand by our do- 
mestic producers, the increased 
demand would cause higher prices 
or inflation. In this “look-see” he 
would also inquire into a borrow- 
er’s balances already in this coun- 
try. Some sources say the British 
already have a balance here of 
more than two billion dollars. 
Such a balance could be inflation- 
arv if used for scarce commodi- 
ties. 
‘ihe second condition would be 
that the loan should specifically 
put the borrower on notice that 
if it tried to use its nationalized 
economy of on* buyer and one 
seller in our domestic markets or 
i- competition with us in foreign 
markets, this country would be 
prepared to take similar or other 
measures to protect our free en- 
terprise economy. Such measures 
might necessitate some form of 
nationalizing or government con- 
trol or subsidization of American 
exports and imports. The main 
idea would be that the borrower’s 
big single agency could not have 
a stronger competitive position 
than our hundreds of small and 
unorganized enterprises. 

The third condition, he thinks, 
should be an understanding that 
if this country makes large loans 
to a foreign power, we are entitled 
in return to military bases under 
favorab'. terms, say in Africa 
and in the Facific, and our com- 
mercial aviation and commercial 
communications system should be 
given adequate geographical lo- 
cations. Such considerations 
could hardl, be an explicit con- 
dition in a loan, but they could 
be collateral] considerations. In 
an inverse way, Baruch and 
many othe. persons have intimat- 
ed that one reason for the pend- 
ing British loan,is the belief that 
such a loan would strengthen the 
British commonwealth and em- 
pire in a military way as well as 
the United Kingdom.

U. S., BRITAIN AWAIT 
RUSSIAN REACTION 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
Russia holds the key today to suc- 
cess or failure of the British- 
American atom control program. 
American officials say the next 
move is up to Moscow. 

Hence the immediate future is 
viewed as an extremely critical 
period by those who regard the 
existence of the atomic bomb as 
probably the foremost problem of 
diplomacy in the world. During 
this period the ability of the great 
powers to work together in the 
United Nations for the prevention 
of war is bound to undergo a se- 
vere test. The outcome of the test 
may well determine whether the 
United Nafions will be a strong 
and effective organization in the 
years ahead. 

This in turn may have much to 
do with whether the world wakes 
up some morning and finds itself 
in an atomic war with several of 
its major cities already blasted out 
of existence. 

U. S.-British Plan. 

President Truman, Prime Min- 
ister Attlee of Britain and Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King of Can- 
ada laid the groundwork for the 
test yesterday with their proposal 
that the United Nations Organiza- 
tion create a special commission 
on atomic energy. 

Russia’s reaction may either be 
made known quickly or withheld 


until the United Nations holds its 
organization meeting at London 
during the first week in January. 
That is where the issue will have 
to come to a head. 

Meanwhile, the world probably 
will learn something more about 
American thinking on the subject 
tonight from Secretary of State 
Byrnes. The State Department 
said he would devote part of his 
speech to the three-power declara- 
tion when he appears ata  testi- 
monial dinner in Charleston, S.C. 
(The speech will be carried at 7 
o'clock on Radio Station KSD.) 

The job for the United Nations 
‘presumably will be proposed for- 
mally by the United States as soon 
as the security council is organ- 
ized. While no details have been 
disclosed officially, it is expected 
by officials here that the proposed 
atomic commission will be set up 
under the security council and 
that it will include as members 
America, Britain, Russia, France 
and China. Those are the five per- 
manent members of the council.

The plan provides for reduction 
of the railroad’s capitalization 


|from $388,680,293 to $247,838,808, 


with fixed charges of $3,001,773. 
The reduction would be effected 
by wiping out the common stock 
and unsecured claims. 


At a hearing last Wednesday on 
the trustee’s motion for confirma- 
tion of the plan, W. V. Hodges of 
Denver, counsel for the railroad 
corporation, opposed the proposed 
reorganization as “inequitable, un- 
fair and confiscatory.” He con- 
tended the plan would amount to 
confiscation of the equities of 60,- 
000 stockholders and of creditors 
holding more than $1,000,000 of 
unsecured claims. 

An appeal from Judge Moore’s 
previous order of approval, which 
was entered last April 10, is now 
pending in the United States 
Court of Appeals.

The bill is sponsored by a ma- es in Your Own Heme 
jority of the subcommittee, two 200 Miles Free Deliver 
members, Senator Emery W. Alli-

Coll of Atchison county, Repub- 
lican, refusing to sign it. It has 
the approval of two Republican 
members, Senators Arnold Leon- 
ard of Joplin and Frank M. Fris- 
by of Bethany, and one Democrat, 
Senator Francis Smith of St. Jo- 
seph. 

Party Lineup Expected. 

With possibly a few exceptions, 
the Senate, when the bill gets to 
the floor, is expected to line up 
politically, the Republicans favor- 
ing it and the Democrats oppos- 
ing it.

kind arousing I had had in years. 


He had attended to everything. Two of his enlisted men cooked 
us an incomparable feast of processed ham, powdered eggs, fruits, 


toasted crackers and coffee. 


Someone, someday, should write a truly fitting tribute to the

We had just finished our meal when Gen. Parker came to our 
Mukden hotel from the nearby prison camp. He had received my 
list of chosen officers and men, who were flying out with me later 
fhet morning, and had his men ready. 


But he wanted to make one 
change. He told me he preferred 
to stay behind until! all the others 
had been evacuated, and he rec- 
ommended that Brig: Gen. Wil- 
liam E. Brougher be evacuated in 
his stead. It was a courageous 
decision to make, for Gen. Parker 
had suffered as much as any of 
the senior officers and was eager 
to get away. 

We drove to the airport at 9 
a.m. and there I was repnited with 
friends I had not seeh for many 
months: Gen. Beebe, my aides 
Johnny Pugh and Tom Dooley, my 
old assistant chief of staff for 
supply, Col. Galbraith, and others. 
- We took off just before 10 a.m. 
on Aug. 27, and in the air I 
learned from Gen. Beebe how the 
word of liberation came to the 
men at Mukden. 

They knew much more about 
the progress of the war than we 
at Sian did. Near the end they 
were still getting their papers, 
and the Jap press apparently was 
quite frank about the seriousness 
of B-29 bombings and the ad- 
vance of the Russians through 
Manchuria, 

The officers at Mukden feared 
in the last hours of the war that 
they were about to be shipped to 
Korea, for the Japs seemed to 
be determined to hold on to our 
rank as long as possible. They 
were packed and ready to depart 
on what would hate been a most 
heartbreaking trip when to their} 
wild joy they saw an American 
plane drum over Mukden on the 
afternoon of Aug. 26 and spill out 
a number of chutes. 

That evening: several American 
officers and men came into Ahe 
Mukden camp. They walked di- 
rectly to the camp commander's 
headquarters, and one by one the 
emaciated American officers and 
men crept through the darkness 
of the compound to through 
the commandant’s ndow and 
behold the phenomenon of a well- 
fed Americar officer in obvious 
command of the situation. 

They knew the end of their 
shocking ordeal was in sight, so 
they broke open what was left) 
of their Red Cross coffee and 
drank it until some of the men 
actually became intoxicated from 
such an unaccustomed stimulant. 
The next morning, after a sleep- 
less night, they were introduced to 
ak American major named Hen- 
nessey. 

Gen. Parker at once took com- 
mand of the camp, received the 
keys of the storehouse and as- 
sumed co@otrol of the camp’s ad- 
ministration. He and Gen. Beebe 
had for some time been working 
on a plan for just such an eventu- 
ality. A complete seheme of or- 
ganization had been worked out 
on paper. They had selected an 
American guard, and a mess of- 
ficer whose first instruction was 
to double the ration. 

That night four Russian cap- 
tains walked through the gate. 
They called for the Jap camp 
commander. 

“Tine up every Japanese in this 
camp, fully armed, and then have 
them drop all rifles, pistols and 
swords to the ground in front of 
the ranks,” the Jap was instruct- 
ed. “We will give you five min- 
utes.” 

The Japs scampered like wild 
things to obey the order. Then 
the Russian spokesman asked 
Sen. Parker to select 20 deserv- 
ing members of the newly formed 
American guard. These men 
formed a line in front of the as- 
sembled Japs. The Russian cap- 
tein in charge of the ceremony 
then picked up 20 rifles and pre- 
sented one to each member of the 

erican ard. 

Out guard ended mattersgby 
marching the Japs off to confine- 
ment, while some of our men 
heered. 
2 Maj. Hennessey and his ‘men 
had jumped on Mukden with a 
compact but powerful radio. Com- 
munication with Chungking was 
quickly established and among the 
first messages received was an 
order from Gen. Wedemeyer’s 
headquarters to evacuate me from 
Sian as speedily as pdssible. 

We exchanged a thousand other 


stories in our C-47 plane that 
wonderful day of August 27 as we. 
flew across northern China en. 
route to the kind of lives we had 
known so many years before. At 
4:30 that afternoon we put 
at the American air base ‘ 
in China, a place with tZe same 
mame as that of our Yate Man- 
churian prison camp, but—well— 
as different as night and day. 
Sian, China, is a remarkable 
old city that was the capital of 
China 2,000 years ago. It has 


towering walls, wide streets and 
taller and stronger natives than 


& 


who had parachuted on Mukden 


you find in southern China. The 
buildings at our field were well 
kept, well made and beautifully 
arranged. The mess was hard 
for any of us to believe, for there 
was all the food we could eat and, 
to top it off, the- apparition of 
cherry pie a la mode. My chief of 
staff, Gen. Beebe, happens to be 
an ice cream addict and I guess 
during the long cruel years of his 
capitivity and starvation he built 
up the most powerful ice cream 
appetite on record. Anyway, he ate 
enough that night to founder him- 
self. 


The next morning, August 28, I 
appeared at reveille for the raising 
of the Flag on a new pole being 
put into operation that day. It was 
a blood-tingling sight for all of us, 
for it was the first American flag 
we had seen since the last one 
came down on Corregidor. The 
Flag is a stirring emblem at any 
time, but you can imagine our 
own emotions as we stood there 
and saw it for the first time in 
39 months. 


After a breakfast of real eggs 
the camp commander took me on 
a short inspection tour which 
opened my eyes to the enormous 
strides our country had made dur- 
ing my long years of imprison- 
ment. The simplest things were 
foreign to me: new small arms, 
the shape of the helmets, new uni- 
forms, new planes, cars, new and 
at first incomprehensible terms 
such as GI, to describe an Amer- 
ican soldier. 


We were in Chungking by 1:30 
that afternoon. Lt. Gen. Wede- 
meyer greeted us most cordially 
at the short, colorful] Chungking 
airstrip and took Gens. Moore, 
Jones, Beebe and me to fine quar- 
ters in his home, where he saw 
to it that we had luxurious baths 
and replaced some of our scare- 
crowish clothing with his own fine 
uniforms. Another marvel he had 
was a radioed photo of my wife 
on which was a note in Adele’s 
handwriting. 

That afternoon I accompanied 
Gen. Wedemeyer to his headquar- 
ters, held a brief press confer- 
erice, sent off a radio to my wife 
and then one to the adjutant gen- 
eral reporting officially my return 
and that of the other American 
officers with me. Late in the 
day I received from Wedemeyer— 
in a deeply moving ceremony— 
the Distinguished Service Cross 
which had been awarded to me 
by Gen. MacArthur on Jan. 30, 
1942, for services performed in the 
North Luzon campaign. 

In the evening after a dinner 
that was hard to believe, even 
though it was spread there before 
me, I went back to Wedemeyer’s 
office and made my first broad- 
cast to the United States. I said 
substantially what I had told the 
reporters earlier in the day: 

“Well, here I am, looking pretty 
old, but I assure you feeling 20 
years younger than I did 10 days 
ago.

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King Says Navy 
Couldn't Fight 
Big Battle Now 


Force. Not ‘Going 
Concern’ Due to 
Demobiliza tion, 
He Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) 
HE Navy’s chief of operations 
told a Congressional commit- 
tee today that the United 
States Navy is not now prepared 
to fight a major battle if it were 
necessary to do 80, 

The statement was made by 
fleet Adm. Ernest J. King in re- 
sponse to questions House Mil- 
itary Committee members after he 


training. 

King had commented that the 
rate of demobilization of the Navy 
had resulted in disintegration of 
units. 


Answers With ‘Yes.’ 

Asked by Representative Leroy 
Johnson (Rep.), California if the 
disorganization was such as to 
render the Navy unable “to fight 
a major battle’ immediately if 
necessary, King replied: “I’m 
afraid I will have to say ‘yes’ to 
that question.” 

The Navy, the Admiral said, is 
not “the going concern” it had 
expected to be because of speedy 
demobilization and “it is more or 
less disintegrated.” 

“Tt don’t want to be taken too 
literally on that,” he cautioned, 
“but I don’t know any other way 
to express it.” 

Many key men in units have 
been demobilized, the Admiral ex- 
plained, and have not been re- 
placed, While fighting units may 
be up to their usual complement 
in actual numbers of men, he 
pointed out, these complements do 
not constitute what the Navy 
knows as “ships companies.” 


‘Can’t Prevent Operations.’ 

Earlier King told the committee 
the atomic bomb in its present 
form “cannot prevent fleets from 
operating.” 

Testifying in support of Presi- 
dent Truman’s request for univer- 
sal military training legislation, 
the five-star admiral said he be- 
lieved it essential that “our fleet 
be capable of prompt expansion 
from peace strength to war 
strength.” | 

“There is no way to accomplish 
that save through the existence of 
a trained reserve,” he said? “I do 
not think a sufficient and efficient 
reserve is possible save under uni- 
versal military training.” 

Adm. King said he doubted fhat 
the atomic bomb as it now exists 
can destroy a fleet properly dis- 
posed at sea. At Hiroshima in 
Japan where’ the first atom bomb 
was dropped, he said “The de- 
struction radius was about a mile 
and a half.” 

“Since ships can withstand a 
greater shock than buildings,” he 
added, “it is reasonable to assume 
that the destructive action of a 
bomb exploding above the sea 
would be less effective against 
ships within the same radius.” 

The navy, he said, can readily 
arrange fleet formationg “To in- 
sure that not.more than one or 
two ships would likely be lost 
through attack with an atomic 
bomb,” and “such a result would 
not pay the attacker in the view 
of great cost of these bombs and 
the small amount of material 
a in the world for making

“War More Complicated.’ 


He told the committee he re- 
ganded as “fallacious” suggestions 
that new weapons have made the 
fleet or large numbers of trained 
men unnecessary. Instead, he 
contended, “these new weagons 
have made war more complicated, 
more expensive, and may requir 
us eventually to build stronge 
ships quite different from those 
we have.” 

He told the committee the Navy 
plans to keepin active commission 
20 carriers with 11,000 or %8,000 
aircraft, five battleships, 31 
cruisers, 170 destroyers and large 
escort vessels, and about 70 sub- 
marines, in addition to auxiliary 
vessels. ;

SCIENTISTS URGED 
ATOMIC PREVIEW 
FOR JAPS ON ISLE 


Most of the _ scientists who 
worked on the development of the 
atomic bomb at the University of 
Chicago metallurgical laboratory 
‘sought to have the bomb demon- 
strated before Japanese represen- 
‘'tatives on a barren island in an 
effort to end the war without it 
being used militarily, Dr. Joyce 
C. Stearns, former director of the 
laboratory, disclosed last night. 


The suggestion, he said, topped 
a list of possible methods for 
using the bomb which the scien- 
tists submitted to the Government, 
with the second on the list being 
its use on single military targets 
at intervals—the way in which it 
was used on Hiroshima ahd Naga- 
saki., 

“Certain of the military were 
disgusted with that method, but 
90 per cent of the scientists on 
the Chicago phase of the project 
were opposed to use of the bomb 
in a wholesale manner,” he said. 
Dr. Stearns, now dean of fac- 
ulties at Washington University, 
spoke before the Character Re- 
search Association at the school. 


DEATH SPRAY OF 
RADIO-ACTIVE ‘GAS’ 
CALLED POSSIBLE 


LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP)—Dr. 
M. L. E. Oliphant, one of Britain’s 
atom bomb scientists, said yester- 
day that an unscrupulous nation 
might collect radio-active materi- 
als formed as a by-product in 
producing nuclear power, and 
spray them over enemy territory 
like a new life-preventing “poison 
gas, as it were.” 

“These radio-active by-products 
are equivalent to thousands of 
pounds of radium,” he wrote in 
the London Star. “They could.be 
extracted by an unscrupulous 
country, and could be sprayed or 
otherwise distributed over an ene- 
my territory in sufficient concen- 
tration to prohibit the survival 
of any living thing in thousands 
of square miles of country. 

“There is no known method of 
decontamination, so that areas af- 
fected in this way would remain 
unusable for weeks or months... 

“It. is clear, therefore, that it is 
impossible to separate the military 
question from the possible com- 
mercial utilization of atomic 
energy.” 

The only way to maintain se- 
curity is for nations to give up 
war entirely, said Dr. Oliphant.

There still is nothing definite on 
whether Stalin will choose again 
to accept nomination as a deputy 
to the Supreme Soviet, though 
many districts have sought per- 
mission to enter his name for the 
elections next Feb. 10.

Laborand management, each with

problems from individual and of- 
ten opposing points of view. A 
set of words often means one thing 
to a labor organizer and another 
to a labor employer. In the pri- 
vacy of the committee rooms, with 
no outsiders to listen to the dis- 
cussions, the leaders of the two 
groups, in a friendly fashion rare- 
ly possible in public, are learning 
the implications and connotations 
of terms used by the others, 

The conference has not gone far 
enough to reach any reports that 
can be made public.

negotiator inside or outside a par- 
ticular local. The National Labor 
Relations Act defined labor’s 
rights on this question 10 years 
ago. Labor may select its own 
bargaining agents without restric- 

on. 


Labor and management now are 
at odds on what constitutes “full 
and free” collective bargaining, 
with each side saying that other 
side does not always act in good 
faith, A subcommittee debated 
this week whether it should try 
to define such bargaining. This 
brought up such subsidiary topics 
as the “responsibility” of the bar- 
gaining representatives and their 
control or discipline over their 
unions and their company of- 
ficials. 


Should there be penalties for 
nonenforcement Of an agreement? 
Should a whole local be penalized 
for acts of a few members? Are 
guaranteed wages, severance pay, 
insurance, old-age pensions “bar- 
gaining” items?

thereof for over three years. But 
such contact here and there as I 
had caused me to believe that the

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Paradoxes in Asia 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Asiatic situation has me all con- 
fused. 

American ships, badly needed to take 
soldiers home, are being used to trans- 
port Chinese (Kuomintang) soldiers to 
Manchuria “to disarm the Japs,” say 
American officials. But just a few weeks 
ago, the Chungking Government was 
shouting to high heaven that the Com- 
munists in Manchuria were disobeying 
orders and disarming the Japs. Did the 
Communists suddenly decide to obey 
Chiang’s opders, and is that why he is 
now ng war on them? And why 
are we mag at the Chinese Communists 
—because they disarmed the Japs in de- 
fiance of Chiang’s orders, or because 
they obeyed Chiang’s orders and quit 
disarming them? 

Of course, some newspaper articles 
say that the Chinese Communists claim 
that Chiang plans to use the Japanese 


armies in Manchuria in a war against ~ 


the Communists. What an embarrassing 
position that would place us in! We 
would find ourselves allies with Japan 
in a war against Chinese! 

But then, if one is to believe what one 
reads and hears, there is a precedent 
for that, too. It seems that the Indo- 
Chinese and Annamese fight for free- 
dom is nothing but a movement inspired 
by Jap treachery. We must crush that 
movement—but since the handiest troops 
are Japanese, the easiest way to crush 
this symptom of Jap treachery is by 
using the Japanese troops against the 
Annamese, So actually, if we believe 
what we read and hear, we have allied 
ourselves with the Japanese to suppress 
Jap treachery on the bodies of the An- 
namese. 

I don’t follow it. Can you help me out? 

But maybe the situation is more com- 
plicated than that. The Annamese claim 
that they want only their independence. 
We have fought this war td guarantee 
the independence of the small nations. 
Are not the Annamese a nation? do 
I misunderstand the whole meaning of 
this war? 

Maybe what we meant was that we 
would guarantee the independence of all 
nations that were strong enough to win 
it for themselves, and now we are en- 
gaged in a test to see whether the Anna- 
mese are strong enough to win inde- 
pendence against the combined forces 
of the British, Dutch and Americans. Of 
course, the Annamese have not yet held 
a plebiscite on independence, under Al- 
lied supervision, so maybe they don’t 
want independence, in spite of the fact 
that they are willing to die for it. 

I am all confused. I can’t make heads 
or tails of the whole Asiatic situation.

Confusion Over the ihdcie 


The peoples of the world will read in vain 
the joint statement by President Truman and 
Prime Ministers Attlee and King on internation- 
al controls for atomic energy. The words they 
are looking for—plain, simple words—are not 
there. The hopes of the world, raised high for 
a moment, have been deceived. There is no 
ready gauge for measuring the extent or conse- 
quences of that disappointment. 

It was expected that the heads of the three 
states which together developed the force that 
has made all civilization insecure would formu- 
late clear and specific proposals of control to 
which all nations would be invited to adhere. 
It was expected that, in return for acceptance of 
their proposals, they would give to a strength- 
ened United Nations Organization the, details of 
their scientific and engineering research—in 
short, the atomic bomb. 

They have made, on the contrary, no specific 
proposals for collective control of atomic energy. 
They have deferred the matter. They have’ 
recommended that a commission be formed to 
report on the problem to the United Nations 
Organization. There is nothing such a commis- 
sion could learn that is not known to the three 
governments now concerned. There is nothing 
such a commission could propose that could not 
be proposed right now. 

What can be the intent of such delay? What 
meaning can it have for Russia, which has out- 
spokenly complained of our “secrecy” and indi- 
cated it is pressing its own atomic researches? 
At best, this postponement of decision may 


- mean our leaders do not yet honestly know what 


is to be done with the atomic bomb. At worst, 
it may be a deliberate policy of evasion of the 
issues. 

If we have proposed nothing definite to the 
world, the statement makes it equally clear we 
have given nothing. It is stated that we shall 
encourage international exchange of basic scien- 
tific information, but this is already common 
knowledge to the physicists of the world. What 
is ours exclusively, for the moment, is special- 
ized engineering knowledge of production and 
practical applications. Disclosure of this is 
made contingent on establishment of certain in- 
ternational safeguards. 

There can be no question that such safe- 
guards should be in effect before particulars of 
the atomic bomb are divulged. The point is that 
the preliminary drafting of safeguards should 
have been included in the three-power state- 
ment. The initiative is ours, the responsibility 
is ours. It is up to Britain, Canada and the 
United States to give the world a blueprint for 
the sort of collective security they are willing 
to adhere to. 

There were strong indications that a detailed 
and specific proposal of this sort was what 
Prime Minister Attlee hoped to obtain from his 
Washington talk. The record is plain that 
President Truman has flatly opposed any steps 
toward a true collective, international custodian- 
ship over atomic energy. The three-power state- 
ment, in its elaborately careful, difficult and 
obscure wording, suggests that it is a weak com- 
promise between these points of view. 

The damage it has done is certainly very great. 
It has given no reassurance to Russia. It has 
done nothing to advance the prestige of our 
leadership in the world. In keeping open the 
possibility for later United Nations initiative, it 
has only left room for hope that, where our 
leadership has faltered, that of another sort may 
yet succeed in bringing hope back to a world 
sick with fear. 
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A Question of Responsibility 

Events continue to strengthen the impression 
that Ford Motor Co.’s labor relations methods 
are turning for the better. ' First, Henry Ford 
II, who seems an enlightened business man 
aware of the facts of life in 1945, is now at the 
head of the company. Second, Harry Bennett, 
the captain of the old terror gangs, is out. And 
now, third, the company has made a most intel- 
ligent opening move toward renewed negotia- 
tions with the United Auto Workers. 

At a cost of nearly $3,000,000 last year in the 
Dearborn area alone, the company relates, it 
has protected the union’s security by serving as 
dues collector. In return, the company ex- 
pected the union to observe its covenant not to 
slow down the work or go lightly on strike. 
The union, however, has not carried through 
that bargain. It is only fair, therefore, that the 
company now asks for some “compensatory 
security” that the union will pay such damages 
as would apply against contract breaches in any 
other area of business, 

All over again, it is the burning question of 
union irresponsibility. More than most unions, 
the UAW has proved itself lacking in discipline. 
In consequence, manufacturers have lost profits 
and the country has lost seriously needed pro- 
duction, first of war goods and now of peace 
goods. Clearly, then, and without prejudice to 
any real grievance the UAW may have against 
Ford, responsibility under labor contracts is not 
only reasonable but necessary. Preferably, the 
unions will begin now to assume it in free pri- 
vate negotiations. Otherwise the public will 
have to impose it, and perhaps less wisely, by 
law. 
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The Clamor Against Mr. Bowles 


‘ Because automobile dealers will undoubtedly 
have trade-in gains instead of losses for some 
time to. come, it seems reasonable that they 
should absorb at least part of increased manufac- 
turing costs. Even if Chester Bowles can be 
proved mistaken in that belief, however, there is 
no reason for members of Congress to accuse 
him of “racketeering” methods and to call for 
his scalp. That clamor comes not from superior 
reason, but from an attempt to win by pressure 
in disregard of the merits. 

Neither the automobile dealers nor their con- 
gressional lackeys nor any other special-interest 
group speaks for the American people on these 
matters. In Chester Bowles, rather, rests the 
will and hope of the quiet millions who do not 
send delegations and dispatch telegrams. The 
premature end of what he stands for, they know, 
‘would commence an insane orgy of prices, hurt- 
ing the quiet millions hardly more in the col- 
lapse at the end than in the dizzy rise. 

One can only wonder what keeps Bowles in 
the OPA front line against all the vicious as- 
saults, while the resolution of his own superiors 
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grows steadily weaker. Surely the delights of 
the advertising business must fill his dreams. 
By all appearances, his motive is simple devo- 
tion to a killing job that needs doing. But in 
any event, it is in the highest public interest 
that our last great bulwark against inflation be 
kept tight—that the attackers be given no more 
satisfaction than they can derive from the music 
of their own ‘snarls. 
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The Mayor’s Duty Toward Housing 

Several thousand homeless people in Greater 
St. Louis must be wondering whether Mayor 
Kaufmann fully realizes that the housing situa- 
tion is as serious as they know it is. Nothing of 
any substance has been done toward relieving 
the increasingly intolerable conditions, and noth- 
ing is likely to be done until and unless the 
Mayor sets the ball rolling. 

There must be many St. Louisans who are 
eager to volunteer. their services to see that re- 
turning veterans get a place to live in, and, after 
them, others also. But they are powerless with- 
out leadership, and the leadership has not been 
summoned into action. The only person who, 
through his position of responsibility to the en- 
tire community, can appropriately summon it is 
the Mayor. Until he acts, the housing shortage 
will continue to grow worse. 

We recommend the gravity of the problem to 
Mayor Kaufmann. There is no problem more 
deserving of the city administration’s attention. 
It cannot be put off indefinitely, and every day 
the start is deferred makes the eventual solution 
more difficult, One day the city administration 
will be compelled to face it. Why not today? 

The city administration will not need to do 
the actual work if it can command citizen sup- 
port, and a citizens’ organization of the right 
sort would be the best agency for mobilizing and 
directing the community endeavor. To be the 
right sort, it would have to be blessed with lead- 
ers willing to step on toes whenever necessary 
and to drive ahead with determination and 
imagination. 

It is an extraordinary emergency, and it re- 
quires extraordinary measures, Above all, it re- 
quires extraordinary leadership. Does St. Louis 
have that leadership? We have faith that it 
does, that devoted men and women: only await 
their assignment. 

Mayor Kaufmann has taken commendably 
courageous and positive action on other impor- 
tant matters in the past. He did so on the post- 
war bond issue, on coal supply, on slum clear- 
ance. The housing shortage—a rank injustice 


to returning veterans, a source of misery and 


bitterness to them and civilians alike—presents 
him with another opportunity of the first order 
of importance. To the homeless and distraught 
families of this city, the Mayor’s office is the 
only hope of immediate action in their behalf. 
They look to the community’s first citizen for 
the community’s first move. 
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John L. Lewis’s Notions of Freedom 

Réaders who fhought the CIO’s wage-increase 
campaign a little steep may want to make sure 
they see well by reading John L. Lewis’s char- 
acterization of it a second time. It is, he says, 
“innocuous, feeble and namby-pamby” to hitch 
wage levels to some pale economist’s measure- 
ment of the cost of living. Mr. Lewis, rather, 
would turn everyone loose to get the highest 
wages he “reasonably” can, which would estab- 
lish “free enterprise and free competition” and 
lead to higher wages and lower prices. 

It has a wonderful sound. It would be won- 
derful, for example, if Mr. Lewis turned against 
a renewed cartelization of the coal industry, an 
arrangement which he fought for and won in the 
past. It would be wonderful if he welcomed a 
second miners’ union, competing with his own 
organization on free-enterprise terms to give the 
public economical and uninterrupted coal. It 
would be most wonderful of all if Mr. Lewis’s 
next strike were intended to, and actually did, 
bring down the price of coal. Any one of these 
acts, surely, would be a novelty. 

Or perhaps Mr. Lewis’s intention escapes us. 
Freedom is precious. Is it, perhaps, a sacred 
trust that Mr. Lewis dares not share with others, 
lest it be corrupted and dissipated in their pro- 
fane hands? If that is the way of it, it follows 
from Mr. Lewis’s premise that no outsider is 
competent to object if he sets the limit of reason- 
ableness at the stratosphere. 

After all, outsiders have a certain kind of 
freedom of their own. They are free to call 
Mr. Lewis’s arrangement for the coal industry a 
ruthless monopoly, even if their efforts to stay 
its course so far have come to nought. 
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Petrol’s Political Phone 


Not merely. the existence of a Petrol Corpora- 
tion telephone at Democratic National Commit- 
tee headquarters in Washington, but the ingenu- 
ous reasons given for it by William Neal Roach, 
in whose office it is located, make one fact plain. 

That fact is that Petrol’s owner, Edwin W. 

Pauley, and his associates have been milking the 
last drop of Democratic party prestige, by every 
possible implication in ‘addition to the approach 
direct, in support of their private interests. And 
their private interests have run counter to the 
nation’s interest in conserving its tideland oil 
reserves for national defense. 
* Mr. Roach, who is assistant vice chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, and who 
formerly was an employe of Petrol, has ex- 
plained that he had to have a Petrol Corp. phone 
because “there are still some matters relating to 
.. . business I engaged in for Petrol ... which 
keep coming up...” Later Mr. Roach said he 
receives few calls on the Petrol phone and that 
most of them are wrong numbers. Mr. Roach 
seems to be confused as to why the Petrol phone 
is there.

There’s no doubt we won the battles. 


The enemy soldiers are very dead. Some 
of their leaders are committing suicide, and 
the ones who are left are going to stand 
trial and will probably be executed. The en- 
emy cities are in ruins, and for the time 
being, at least, the love of strutting sol- 
diers and stirring marches would be hard 
to find in the spirits of the hungry enemy 
peoples. 


Our strongest enemy, Adolf Hitler, be- 
came the world’s most hated man. Our sol- 
diers were told that he was a vicious and 
a dangerous person, Because of Adolf, we 
had to go to places where people shot at 
us occasionally, and sometimes killed our 
best friends. It wasn’t a pleasant experi- 
ence, But we were told it was very neces- 
sary. Why? 

Adolf put himself into power by appeal- 
ing to the baser instincts of his people. He 
encouraged them to blame their troubles 
on minority groups. By constantly repeat- 
ing this, he caused his people to kill and 
torture their helpless neighbors. He glori- 
fied the art of war. 


Ending Fascism a War Aim 


We were told that Benito Mussolini was 
also a very nasty person. His trick was to 
appeal to the selfish instincts of his people. 
He bragged about the new Roman Empire 
he wanted to build. 


He made his people so enthusiastic that 
they permitted a few of their fellows who 
disagreed with Benito to be filled with cas- 
tor oil, to have their toenails removed and 
to be shot against stone walls. He pumped 
them so full of the idea that no little coun- 
try should stand in the way of the great 
Roman Empire that they volunteered to 
fight in his army, and they overlooked lit- 
tle matters like Greece and Ethiopia. 


So many of us went to Italy to give 
Benito the works. Many of us got the 
works while doing it, of course, but we were 
told that it was worthwhile for some of us 
to get killed, because we were going to 
stamp out forever the evil fostered by 
Adolf and Benito, so that our sons could 
grow up in a world that was free from 
hate, prejudice, distrust, force and intol- 
erance, 

Hirohito, of course, was also mentioned 
to us, and a great number of our friends 
crossed the Pacific to stamp out this evil 
little man. 


A Parallel With Hitler 


As I said, we were told that we were 
fighting against men who had ideals like 


 this—I quote from Adolf Hitler’s best sell- 


er, “Mein Kampf”: 

“From time to time it is demonstrated 
to the German petty bourgeois that for the 
first time here or there a Negro has be- 
come a lawyer, teacher, clergyman or even 
a. leading opera tenor or something of that 
kind. It is a sin against the will of the 
eternal Creator to let His most talented 
beings degenerate while Hottentots and 
Zulus are trained for intellectual vocations. 
The Jew knows very slyly how to construe 
from this a new proof of the correctness of 
hig theory of the equality of men which 
he means to instill into the nations.” 


And now that we have returned, we hear 
of a United States Senator—a man to whom 
we swore allegiance and obedience when we 
took the soldier’s oath, a man who has great 
influence in constructing the peace which

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we went abroad to win—that great Sena- 
tor wrote a citizen a letter which read: 


“If Jews of your type don’t quit sponsor- 
ing and fraternizing with the Negro race, 
you are going to arouse so much opposition 
to all of you that they will get a very 
strong invitation to pack up and resettle 
in Palestine, the homeland of the Jews, 
just as we propose to provide for the volun- 
tary resettlement of the American Negro in 
West Africa, their fatherland.” 


Victims of Bigotry at Home 


Iam a civilian now. I am not bound by 
the soldier’s oath which forbids criticism 
of members of our Congress. I would like 
to say that I detect a strong similarity in 
the words of the gentleman of the Senate 
and the words of the man we went over- 
seas to fight. The Senator is not alone. 
There are others like him. 


We beat Mussolini, Yet when I came 
home, I found that a little people within 
our own borders was being trampled on as 
badly as Benito ever trampled on anybody. 
Several thousand American citizens of Jap- 
anese ancestry were being cheated and 
hounded and threatened and persecuted by 
their neighbors, Their homes were burned, 
their businesses were stolen, their barns 
were dynamited. 


The sons of these people were in the 
United States infantry. They made one of 
the greatest combat records, suffered some 
of the highest casualties of any of our 
forces. The very type of criminal their 
sons were fighting overseas was operating 
in the country they had left behind. 


I would hate to think that the nice guys 
who are under the neat graves, the decent 
guys who are wearing artificial limbs, and 
the good guys who put up with years of 
danger and hardship, did it all for nothing. 


Feels War Is Not Won 


IT feel that as long as there are still the 
Bilbos who depend upon appealing to the 
beast in men to get power, the Rankins 
who preach distrust of the rest of the world 
to protect their own selfish interests, and 
the Gerald Smiths whose profession is 
preaching hate against fellow American 
citizens because of their color or creed, 
then the war is not won. 


One of the greatest foundations upon 
which our country is built is the creed that 
every citizen shal] have the right to free- 
dom of expression and worship, and of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness; Any- 
thing designed to deprive any citizen of 
any of these rights is the greatest un-Amer- 
ican activity of all. 

I think it is up to us who are lucky 
enough to be living and able to think about 
building the peace to stop and think occa- 
sionally of the men who died s0 we can 
make our plans—and to think very often 
of some of the things they died for.

“Arnhem Lift: Diary ef a Glider Pilot,” by 
Louls E. Hagen. (Farrar & Rinehart, New York.) 


Sgt. Hagen's plain-spoken diary of-h 
part in the British airborne attack on Arr 
hem, Holland, in September, 1944, con 
municates directly the feeling and flavo 
of war in its most elemental form. 

He describes the landing of gliders Ir 
German-occupied country, sniping and 
grenade-throwing in patches of woods 
house-to-house fighting, daring reconr 
sance expeditions and his decimated fore 
stealthy retreat, climaxed by swimming th 
Rhine. 

Most interesting are the youthful author’ 
failure to discover any suddenly develor 
“foxhole religion” in himself or hig com 
rades, his single-minded execution of th 
necessary work of killing Germans an¢ 
under the strain of living and fighting or 
an animal level, the highly civilized, cor 
siderate behavior toward one another tha 
develops among his little group. 

Reproofs for mistakes under despera 
circumstances were always gentle. Ever 
normal profanity disappeared and 
(“subject normal’) dropped completel; 
from men’s conversation and thoughts,

Strangely, a sense of buoyant elatiorz 
pervades the book, From this reviewer’ 
own experience with war and with com 
rades who have seen their fellows dle, 
Hagen has done, a feeling of futili 
coupled with nervous exhaustion ig almos 
invariably the rule. But Hagen, whose 
sincerity seems unquestionable, is hapf 
and fiercely proud of his group, unsucce 
ful though it was. 

The writing, though undistinguished, {s 
consistently effective in conveying a sense 
of immediacy and actuality. Even occa- 
sional lapses in grammar and the recount- 
ing of the inconsequential seem only to 
add to the effect of genuineness. Never 
does any false heightening impair the ring 
of truth. 

While it may be true that everyone has 
a novel within him, there remains the 
problem of expression.

A Savage Novel on Racial Issue 
“If He Hollers Let Him Go,” by Chester B. Himes. 
(Doubleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y¥.) 


There is no doubt about the vividness and 
power of this young Negro’s writing; in his 
brutal realism, he recalls James M. Cain. 
But this novel about a Negro shipyard 
worker and the problems that arose from 
the mixture of black and white workers on 
war jobs leaves a bad taste in the mouth.

Richard Wright,’ in his autobiographical 
“Black Boy,” showed a truculence, even 
toward members of his own race, that 
would not be condoned in anyone, white or 
black. In this brief novel, Bob, the ship- 
yard worker, though well-rewarded for his 
gifts and well-placed in life, permits hatred, 
prejudice and fear to wreck him. Negroes, 
as a whole, are more civilized and reason- 
able human beings than Richard Wright 
and Bob. The injustices of the whites 
toward Negroes are not going to be re- 
paired by blind hatred and cruelty of Ne- 
groes toward whites.

force could do unless you had seen the destruction it had wrought. 


The other day, a father here in 
Washington received a letter from 
his 20-year-old son in the service 
just after the boy had been on a 
sightseeing tour of the bombed 
area at Nagasaki. Because it 
conveys the sense of destructive- 
ness with greater power than any- 
thing in print thus far, here are 
the descriptive passages of the 
letter. 

“Well, now I’ve seen it! I’ve 
seen what very few men who Five 
fought in this war will ever see; 
I’ve seen that which is, in reality, 
merely a preview of ‘that which 
is to come.’ What I saw was 
‘there, the atomic bomb hit in 
the city of Nagasaki—or rather, 
what would be a city. 

“We started out in our trucks 
and! soon reached the area, al- 
though it’s quite difficult to dis- 
cern where the actual range of 
the| explosion started, because 
everything is too messed up. And 
now I am practically at a loss to 

to describe it to you. . 


Everything Flattened. 


“For an area of three square 
miles, approximately, virtually ev- 
erything was flattened. It wasn’t 
razed as Berlin was, with its 
walls charred and having empty 
windows, for those walls were still 
standing. This was flat, Here 
and there you couki see a bat- 
tered barber chair, a bicycle frame 
bent double, a skull and some 
bones, a teapot, a steel helmet, 
rubbish, wreckage, junk—all this 
in a section at one time more 
densely gppulated and with war- 
rower streets than F street in 
Washington. 

“As we rode block after block, 
mile after mile, I found that I 
became more and more incredu- 
lous that all this was done by a 
bomb, one bomb weighing but 40 
pounds. Webster, complete as he 
is, has not one word which even 
comes close to describing it. 
Chaos, shambles, havoc, devasta- 
tion, utter waste—they al] seem so 
insignificant when applied to this. 
It is the kind of thing you have 
actually to see with your own 
eyes actually to believ® it and, 
even then, you don’t really ‘get 
it.’ It seems so impossible, and 
yet it’s there. 

“As we drove alcng the narrow, 
dirty roads with water-filled ruts, 
once their Constitutiom avenue or 


Pennsylvania avenue,’ we saw lots 
of differently dressed Japanese 
women and children. . They 
gazed at us with burning hatred— 
never have I seen such expres- 
sions; with a kind of dumb be- 


looking through sdmething. ... 
Only 40 Pounds. : 


“As to what I felt, what emo- 
tions I experienced as I drove 
down the streets of Nagasaki in 
the early morning sunlight, it is 
hard to put,into words.’ You see 


the utter desolation, the devasta- 
tion, the chaos; but as you con- 
tinue, block after block, it begins 
to seem utterly impossible that 
one bomb of only 40 pounds could 
have done all this, and as you 
travel further, this incredulity 
grows... even though you see 
it with your own eyes, you tend to 


hend it. 

“Yet while this feeling of dis- 
belief steadily grows, there is in 
the back of your mind, mine at 
least, a voice, a realization .which 
seems to hammer home—‘if only 
40 pounds of that stuff can do 
this, what would be the result of 
a mere thousand pounds?’ As j 
say, even seeing it, one tends to 
evade the actual realization, tends 
to shake his head, muttering, 
‘nope, nope, it can’t be!’ Yet how 
can you avoid facing that which 
is ae pure, simple and all too 
real! 


Fateful Preview. 


“To put down a final wdid on 
Nagasaki: not many fellows who 
fought in the war will see what 
I have seen, a sight which is in 
reality merely a sneak preView, 
an infinitesimal demonstration of 
a ‘thing’ which can mean either 
life or death for our entire civili- 
zation. That may sound dramatic, 
but so are the miles of havoc, 
chaos, devastation it wrought.” 

That is'the reaction of an aver- 
age young American. Even as he 
saw it, he wanted to disbelieve. It 
was too ungeal, too terrible. 

Yet we nnot shut our eyes. 
Why shouldn’t the special Senate 
committee named to study atomic 
energy visit Nagasaki and Hiro- 
shima? They might learn more 
on the spot than from the second- 
hand accounts of a thousand wit-

With all due respect to the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister, this seems as 
exaggerated as it would be to 
say that to investigate the accu- 


racy of individual income tax} re- 
turns would involve the detailed 
investigative effort of thousands 
of top-flight bankers. It doesn’t 
take a top-flight scientist to find 
out what is going on in a factory, 
or where uranium ores are going. 
Any skilled worker could be fitted 
for the job. If fdrmal interna- 
tional inspection would not be ac- 
ceptable to one or another of the 
great powers, the difficulties are 
not bureaucratic but political. 

The peoples of the world must 
know where the difficulties really 
lie, and who is responsible for 
them. The peoples of the whole 
world are peace-loving, all, with- 
out exception. No mother on earth 
wants her son slaughtered on a 
battlefield, or her children blown 
to bits in a cellar. 


All Hate War. 


The peoples of the world have 
laid mandates on their govern- 
ments to stop war. Every govern- 
ment gave a solemn agreement in 
the form of a treaty, long before 
thts war, not to “resort to war 
as an instrument of national pol- 
icy.” Every person who can add 
two and two and make four out of 
it, knows that such treaties, un- 
implemented, are useless. 

On the other hand, no people 
anywhere are ready for one wor 
at the cost of their own way (of 
life. After all, Hitler was for € 
world, too+one world of’ domins- 
tion and tyranny. The people wan 
one world, free, co-operative and 
associative, with liberty and“secu- 
rity for all. 

That one world can be created 
without the sacrifice of a single 
sovereign right except the one 
which was formally renounced 
years ago—the sovereign right to 
make war. And people are awak- 
ening to the fact that the United 
Nations Charter is, as it stands, 
worthless to accomplish the only 
thing for which it was created. 

To make it work, three basic 
reforms are needed. First, the Se- 
curity Council must be made more 


democratic and_ répresentative. 
The ‘great powers should be bal- 
anced by collective representatives 
of the small nations, who, alto- 
gether, contain more people than 
any of the great powers, and it 
should be supplemented by a réal 
international supreme court of 
justice. The veto right should be 
abolished. 


Limit of Armament. 


Secéndly, while national states 
should retain their own armed 


forces for home defense, the Se- 
curity Council should be empow- 
ered strictly to limit the national 
production of heavy armaments 
of all kinds, according to reason- 
able quotas, and it should have 
full rights of inspection. - 
Finally, the council must estab- 
lish and maintain a true interna- 
tional professional force, recruited 
“"y preference and certainly in the 
majority from the smaller, non- 
imperialist states, which force 
should be equal to the greatest 
force of any one of the great pow- 
ers. Violation of the quota limi- 
tations agreed upon, or production 
of any weapons outlawed—which 
certainly ought to include all 
weapons based on the use of 
atomic energy—should be regard- 
ed as an act of aggression per se. 


Everyone an Inspector. 


Under such regulations, the peo- 
ple in every country—the workers 
in every factory—would have a 
personal, direct, citizens’ interest 
and responsibility in seeing that 
their country did not become an 
aggressor by breaking the rules. 

The United States and Britain, 
who together possess at this mo- 
ment the greatest fighting 
strength, should make a concrete 
offer to the world. In case every- 
one will not comply, it should 
make federative treaties with 
every nation who will. We have 
got to make a beginning some- 
where and somehow, if not with 
all, then with as many as possible. 
The ideas of Western blocs and 
Western hemisphere defense uni- 
ties are bunk. Unities should be 
created of all who want unity— 
that is the only test.

LEAVING JAPAN SOON 


Gen. W. H. Arnold Says Oc- 
cupation Is Only Way to 
Hold Pacific War Gains. 


Holding the advantages gained 
through our victory in the Pacific 
/war “boils down” to how long the 


_American people will maintain 
an occupation army in Japan, 
Maj. Gen. ‘William H. Arnold, 
commander of the famous Ameri- 
cal division, said today on his re- 
turn home from Japan. 

Gen. Arnold arrived in St. Louis 
this morning by air for a brief 
visit with his wife, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Arnold, and their four children, 
who live at 5123 Westminster 
place. 

“ “If we pull out of Japan too 


soon we will lose all our gains,’ 
Gen. Arnold said, | 

The Japanese people are not 
impressed by trials of war crimi- 
nals, he said, “In fact, I doubt if 
many of them know that Tojo and 
some of their other former leaders 
are.to be tried.” 

Gen, Arnold, who was in com- 
mand of the Yokohama district, 
described the Japanese as “most 
| co-operative,” and he foresees no 
trouble for the occupation force 
from the Japanese. 

“They may get to fighting 
among themselves,” he _ said. 
'“There is a definite food shortage, 
'the weather is cold and it looks 
like a tight winter in Japan.” 

Civilian factories have been re- 
turned to the Japanese, but they 
have done little toward resuming 
production because of lack of raw 
materials, Gen. Arnold said. Amer- 
ican technical experts who have 
visited Japan are amazed, he re- 
lated, that the Japanese were able 
to carry on a major war with their 
seeming lack of co-ordination in 
their industry and their generally 
inefficient production methods. 
Stripped of its islaeds, Japan and 


confined to its islands, Japan can 
never again hope rise to the po- 
sition of a major power, he added. 

Gen. Arnold said he favors a 
combined military. force—Army, 
Navy and Air Force, 

“The war was won by co-ordi- 
nated effort,” he said. “No one 
service did it.” He took issue 
with Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle’s 
recent suggestion that “the air 
force won the war.” 

“Jimmy is wrong,” he said. 
“The ground forces made landings 
and set up bases before the Air 
Force could effectively operate. 
The Navy did its job, so we all 
won the war.” 

Universal military training is 
the “only fair way” of conduct- 
ing a national defenge program, 
Gen. Arnold believes.” He said a 
substantial regular Army is re- 
quired for occupation and training 
purposes, and a large National 
Guard and Officers’ Reserve corps 
is also desirable. He pointed out 
that of the 631 officers in the 
Americal Division, only nine are 
regulars, 

Gen. MacArthur’s policy in han- 
dling Japan, has “saved a lot of 
grief,” in the opinion of Gen. 
Arnold. “He cracks down when 
and where it is necessary,” he said. 
“The Japanese people have been 
so co-operative there has been no 
need for heavy-handed methods 
with the citizens.” 

Gen. Arnold, 44 years old, is the 
youngest division commander in 

e Army. He has led the Ameri- 

1 Division since November, 1944, 
and directed assault landings on 
nine islands in the Philippines and 
led his division in ground fighting 
on four others. He accepted the 
surrender of Lt. Gen. Kataoka, 
commander of Japanese forces on 
Cebu and adjacent Philippine 
islands, before going into Japan 
with the occupation force last 
September. Americal Division 
troops unearthed 110 tons of hid- 
den silver bars in a warehouse 
near Yokohama, 

The Americal Division,” 15,000 
strong, is scheduled to befe@n 
arriving at Seattle next week for 
deactivation. Low-point men were 
transferred to other occupation 
units and the majority of the men 
coming home are due for dis- 
charge. Among them are a num- 
ber of Missouri and Illinois sol- 
diers, who will be processed at 
Jefferson Barracks. 

Gen. Arnold will supervise the 
arrival of his troops at Forté Law- 
ton, Seattle, then hopes to spend 
a leave with his family here be- 
fore receiving reassignment or- 
ders. Several hours before his 
arrival in St. Louis today his 17- 
year-old daughter, Emily, was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital for 
an emergency appendectomy.

BAYLOR TRUSTEE

ACTION ON TRUMAN 


Says Criticism of Attitude 
Toward Drinking, Gambling 


Infringes on Rights. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Nov. 16 
(AP)—An officer of the Baptist 
general convention here expressed 
belief that a resolution approved 
by the group yesterday would not 
affect Baylor University’s offer of 
an honorary degree to President 
Truman, 

The Rev. Roy L. Johnson of 
Canyon, Tex., convention secre- 
tary, referred to the resolution 
which took note of the President's 
“reported até#tude as a Baptist to- 
ward gambling and drinking.” The 
convention instructed trustees of 
all Texas Baptist colleges and uni- 
versities not to confer an hon- 
orary degree on persons holding 
“to such a position.” 

The Rev. Mr. Johnson said ,he 
thought Baylor trustees may in- 
terpret the action as applying to 
future invitations and not to the 
one extended to the President. 

Truman had been invited by Pat 
M. Neff, president of Baylor, to 
receive an honorary doctor of 
laws degree at Waco Dec. 5. Tru- 
man, after tentatively accepting 
the offer, canceled the trip be- 
cause of pressing business in 
Washington. 

Dr. J. T. Harrington, chairman 
of Baylor trustees, said: 

“IT think the action of the gen- 
eral convention is an_ infringe- 
ment by a general body on the in- 
herent personal rights of Baptists 
as individuals and on the rights of 
Baptist institutions, 

“Each Baptist church and insti- 
tution is a law unto itself, The in- 
stitutions are governed by the 
trustees, and the general conven- 
tion has no right to instruct the 
trustees as to what they should 
do. ‘The convention can change 
the trustees but not instruct them 
what to do.” 

The Rev. Forrest Feezor of Fort 
Worth, vice president of the con- 
vention, said the resolution, pre- 
sented by the Rev. L. L. Roloff, 
pastor of Park Avenue Baptist 


tChurch, Corpus Christi, Tex., was 


not discussed and was acted on 
quickly.

Transfusions to Be Routine. 

Blood transfusions henceforth 
will be a routine part of hospital 
treatment, applying new wartime 
techniques, speakers said yester- 
day. 

Dr. Harry Agress, who served as 
a lieutenant colonel with the Army 
Twenty-first General Hospital in 
North Africa and Europe, pointed 
out that the war had made.trans- 
fusions a “household word.’ 'Civil- 
ians, he said, will benefit from 
methods developed in war theaters 
for administering “blood frac- 
tions,” or concentrated elements 
of the whole blood, 

Dr. Agress, assistant in clinical 
medicine and instructor in pathol- 
ogy at Washington University 
School of Medicine, which spon- 
sored the Twenty-first hospital, 
said he had given 10,000 blood 
transfusions in one year to Ppa- 
tients of the military unit. This, 
he said, wag 25 times as many as 
the average civilian hospital would 
give in a year. He received the 
Bronze Star medal for his work 
in transfusions. 

. Plasma Not a Substitute. 

Dr. R. O. Muether of St. Louis 
University Medical «School said 
transfusions would become “as 
much a matter of course as aspirin 
tablets.’ He observed that blood 
plasma, while an “effective life 
saver,” was “no substitute for 
whole blood.” Whole blood can be 
kept for as long as 21 days in 
newly-perfected blood banks, he 
said. He is associate professor of 
internal medicine and director of 
laboratories at the university. 

Homer Wickenden of New 
York, director of the newly-estab- 
lished National Health and Wel- 
fare Retirement Fund. urged hos- 
pital participation in its pension 
plan. Lack of retirement pro- 
grams at most hospitals, as, well 
as exemption from government 
social security measures, put hos- 
pitals at a disadvantage in at- 
tracting employes, he said. 

About 100 hospital administra- 
tive officers are attending the 
meeting, which ends today.

You who were un- 
lucky enough not to serve a hitch in the infan- 
try during the recent war will never know what 
you missed, especially in the way of education,

I COULDN'T make up a bed when I joined the 
Army.

Black Poverty in the Deep South 

“THE SOUTHERNER,” which opened yesterday at the 
ORPHEUM, is the movie, about poverty-stricken and spiritually 
becalmed and calloused Southerners, that gained the proverbial 

million dollars’ worth of publicity when it was 
barred from public showings in the theaters of 
Memphis, Tenn, 

The picture, the Memphis censorship found, 
was a siander on the Southland, 

Whether the picture is or is not a slander 
on the Southland is not for this reviewer to 
determine. But the poverty the picture depicts, 

and the crue] almost-cannibalistic actions it shows to proceed 
from that poverty, seems totally believable, as presented. Mem- 
phis, by the way, was the only place in the South in which the 
picture was barred, for “slander.” or other reasons. 

The story is that of a poor farmer (Zachary Scott), his 
wife (Betty Field), the grandmother (Beulah Bondi), the chil- 
dren, and their attempts to draw a bare sustenance, and cherish 
a hope for a little surplus plenty, from a tough land the chief 
product of which is cotton, Their neighbors, who inelude J. 
Carroll Naish, has the same problem, A never-ceasing and a 
savage struggle, wherein cold cash ig the hope but debt and 
want is the reality, creates a never-ceasing and a savage feud 
between the two families. 

The events in the picture include, among other things, (1) 
Naish’s feeding his surplus milk to his pigs rather than let 
Scott’s ailing child have it, (2) the most vicious brawl this 
reviewer has ever seen on the screen, a brawl beginning in 
a saloon When the barkeep tries to do a customer out of the 
change from a€@five-dollar bill, and (3) Granny’s lament that 
ee. a ee ee Oe ne Sematary 
and wait there for my Maker to call.” 

The ending, which has the family continuing on the farm, 
in spite of the wiping out of the cotton crop by rain and flood, 
seemed somewhat idealized. But the picture’s total resemblance 
to “Tobacco Road” and to the writings of such specialists on 
the South as Novelist William Faulkner remains. The most 
interesting thing about this picture, in this reviewer's opinion, 
is that it is one of the very few instances, in late years, in 
which Hollywood has tried to present an uncompromising por- 
trait. 


The Mexican "Frankie Sinatra” 
“MEXICANA,” at the MISSOURI, is another Hollywood 


salute to Mexico and to the Good-Neighbor policy. The salute 
is a bit on the over-toothy side at times, but has’its comic 
moments. 

Most of those moments are contributed by 
Tito Guizar, the tenor singer and actor, who 
does a sort of Latin-American Frank Sinatra— 
Frank Sinatra, that is, as Frankie’s publicity 
and bobbysocks brigades see him. Guizar has 
an authentic charm and manner about him, and, 
after a while, you get to like him, in spite of 
his publicity, as you get to like Frankie in spite of his. 

The plot has Tito plagued by women in his native land. 
Chief plaguer is Estelita Rodriguez, whom the picture “intro- 
duces,” and who is mucho small, dark, and full of fire and 
bounce. To barricade*himself against such women, Constance 
Moore, who is miscast, is imported from North America to 
pose as Tito’s wife. 

Second at the MISSOURI is “THE MEN IN HER DIARY,” 
with Peggy Ryan. This opened too late to be reviewed for this 
issue. “THE CRIME DOCTOR’S WARNING,” Warner Baxter, 


is at the OPHEUM, but no offense intended to crime, doctors, or 
warnings. “THE SPIDER,” which ought to catch no flies, is 
at the FOX, Faye Marlowe.

When the meat lacks 
flavor, it is good practice to add 
a bouillon cube, a little meat paste 
extract or bouillon powder. In 
this case it will be necessary to 
reduce the amount of salt specified 


in the recipe, 
Baked .Potatoes in Blankets. 


One pound round steak, cut one- 
fourth inch thick, four small bak- 
ing potatoes, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup flour, three table- 
spoons shortening, two cups water. 

Pound the round steak with 
edge of heavy saucer or meat 
pounder. Cut into four pieces. 
Peel potatoes, sprinkle with part 
of the salt and wrap the pieces of 
steak around them, fastening with 
tooth picks. Roll in the flour 
mixed with the remaining salt and 
brown in hot shortening. Add part 
of the water, cover and bake at 
325 degrees F. for one hour 20 
minutes. Add remaining water as 
needed during cooking. Use re- 
sidue for gravy. Four servings.

Pneumonia 


Common-Sense Medicine 


ROUND 90 per cent of pneu- 
monia cases are due tothe germ 
diplococe pneumonia. This 
in the mouth of a 
great many healthy people. Some 
of these bacteria are weak and do 
not cause the severe attacks of 
pneumonia. Pneumonia is a slight- 
ly communicable disease and 
sometimes other germs than dip- 
lococcus pneumonia give rise to 
pneumonia, Occasionally this dis- 
ease is transmitted directly from 
one person to another. 

In most cases lowered resist- 
ance either in the lung or body 
paves the way for pneumonia. In- 
fluenza, colds, acute bronchitis, 
etc., are forerunners. In children 
the acute communicable diseases 
such as measles, scarlet fever and 
whooping cough are complicated 
by pneumonia. Any serious body 
illness or exposure predisposes to 
pneumonia. Old age and tuber- 
culosis are to be reckoned with. 
Local irritation such as a foreign 
object in the lung may invite 
pneumonia. Long surgical opera- 
tions may be complicated by pneu- 
monia due to shock which weak- 
ens the body and protective power 
of lung and may cause collapse 
of the numerous air sacs or the 
lung, thus favoring the growth 
of the pneumonia germs, 

The onset of pneumonia is 
usually preceded by some res- 
piratory infection. Nose, throat 
and chest symptoms are present 
and in most instances act like a 
cold. Evidence of pneumonia is 
made manifest by a severe chill, 
high fever and pain in the side 
of the chest .(pleurisy). Coughing 
is intense with the raising of 


mucus tinged with blood (rusty 
colored sputum). Breathing is dif- 
ficult and rapid and the cheeks 
are flushed and there is every in- 
dication of a severe illness. 

The complications most fre 
quently seen in pneumonia cases 
are a weak heart, with failing 
circulation and empyema (walled- 
off collection of pus between the 
two layers of membrane that 
covers each lung). 

Since the introduction of the 
sulfa drugs and more recently 
penicillin the mortality rate in 
pneumonia has shown a marked 
decrease. The duration and 
severity of symptoms and also 
the complications, have showed 
this same marked decrease clas- 
sifying pneumonia as a severe 
iliness, but much less formidable. 
Your physician must be in at- 
tendance to get the best results 
as the administration of both the 
sulfa and penicillin drugs calls 
for expert care. Then again ob- 
servation of the circulatory ap- 
paratus especially in advanced 
age is very important not to speak 
of the many details so necessary 
to successfully manage pneu- 
monia cases. 

There is no prevention, so one 
must rely upon the natural body 
defenses. Rest, exercise, elimina- 
tion, diet and the great out-doors 
to build up your resistence pay 
dividends. Avoidance of unneces- 
sary exposure to rough weather 
and complete recovery from colds 
or influenza is essential to avoid 
a relapse and in some cases pneu- 


monia.

One man got up 
and remarked with some bitter- 
ness that the difficulty was that 
children were second-class citizens. 
They couldn’t ask for the use of 
empty lots as playgrounds, be- 
cause the neighbors objected. In 


' addition, too many landlords will 


have none of you if you have chil- 
dren in the family, and these are 
difficult times for tenants,

ONE OF the first things on 
which ‘agreement seemed to be 
unanimous was that recreation 
was needed for the children of 
this area. Even the outdoor play- 
grounds that are available are not 
doing as good a job as they could 
do, because there is no one there 
to guide and inspire constructive 
activity. It was pointed out that 
achool children do not want to be 
too closely supervised in their free 
time. A tactful councellor, how- 
ever, could do a great deal to in- 
crease the usefulness of play- 
grounds. 

This service was available in 
the days when the WPA could be 
counted on to contribute the 
salaries to the city. But one of 
the first cuts made after elimi- 
nation of the WPA was in these 
recreation employes, Where par- 
ents raised too much fuss over 
this, some employes were restored, 
and in a few areas in the city 
they still function. But this not 
true in our area, where, of course, 
there is also not nearly enough 
available space for play out of 
doors, In addition, recreation for 
older children is practically non- 
existent, 

There have been a number of 
incidents in the parks where 
groups of boys from other neigh- 
borhoods have treated the local 
children pretty roughly.. It is not 
just a racial and religious ques- 
tion, but a rivalry between privi- 
leged and under-privileged. I am 
sure that the solution is not in 
more policemen, but in more re- 
creational advisers, more boys

HERE are anxious hearts 
eo Lotts creek these late 

November days, for Christmas 
will soon be here and, as always, 
nobody knows for sure whether 
Santa Claus will come and wheth- 
er, if he comes, he will bring 
enough gifts to go around, for 
there are so many children on 
Lotts creek. The coves where 
they live are hidden. There are 
no roads except the one that fol- 
lows the creek up to the divide 
and in midwinter it is impassable. 
It is a hard way for Santa Claus 
to come and they can’t be too 
sure that he will make it—but 
always there is hope. 

The hopes of the children are 
centered in the Lotts Creek Com- 
munity School, from which are 
distributed such gifts as come 
from outiland friends, It is the 
dependence not only of its own 
but of the pupils of the mountain 
grade schools scattered far. The 
teachers of the grade schools will 
be coming soon to the settlement 
to carry away in packs on their 
backs whatever can be spared to 
make a merry Christmas back of 
beyond. 

Ever since the settlement was 
established on the creek one of 
its accepted obligations has been 
to provide Christmas cheer for all 
the children of the 13-mile-long 
valley and along the creeks that 
flow into it and even across the 
mountains that hem it in, In 
later years there has been the 
special reason ‘that graduates of 
the community school have been 
the teachers of the grade schoola, 
looking to the settlement folks for 
continuing encouragement in 


their work, The help that the 


community school gives to them, 
especially at Christmas time, is 
limited only by the gifts that are 
sent to the settlement for distribu- 


tion. 
hopefully, Slone, 


So, Alice 
founder and director of Lotts 
Creek Community School, three 
times a week sends “Old Mule,” 
the school’s transportation sys- 
tem, to town for the boxes that 
may come on the railroad from 
people who care.

w OTTS CREEK has a community 
[ schoot—and a distributing cen- 

ter for Christmas gifts—because 
there was a woman who cared. 
Alice Slone cared because she was 
@ mountain woman, born on Caney 
creek, and knew the needs of the 
mountain children, Her needs 
when she was a child were as 
great as theirs, especially the need 
of an education, With great ini- 
tiative she went after the educa- 
tion that she couldn't get on 
Caney creek, With $15 of bor-. 
rowed money she made her way 
when she was 18 to Cleveland, 
Ohio, and knocked at the door of 
a woman who, she had been told, 
would not turn her away. She 
worked her way through high 
school and attended a business 
school. From there she went to 
Ohio State University and in 1932 
graduated from its College of 
Education. 

Her sister, Bertha, taught a 
grade school on Lotts creek, She 
told Alice there was great need 
for a community schoo] there. The 
people wanted it but they were 
divided’ and had no one to lead 
them. It was a challenge to Alice 
Slone. So to Lotts creek she 
came to see what could be done. 

She found that the people were 
indeed divided into hostile camps, 
calling themselves the “up- 
crickers” and the “down-crickers” 
with differences that were more 
than geographical, vague but deep- 
seated. It wasn’t exactly a feud 


and there hadn‘t been any killin’s, 


but between the “up-crickers” and 
the “down-crickers” there was a 
gulf. 

It happened that Alice Slone, 
when she came to see what could 
be done, found herself lined up 
with the “down-crickers” because 
she accepted hospitality at the 
home of Big Tom Gayhart, who 
was a “down-cricker.” That made 
the Gayharts and the other “down- 
crickers” solid for her but it 
didn’t do her any good with 
the “up-crickers.”. However, it 
would have been just as bad, 
in reverse, if she had first 
crossed the doorstone of an “up- 
cricker.” It was a situation that 
had to be faced with tact and 
common sense. She told the “up- 
crickers” there was going to be 
a school on Lotts and the “down- 
crickers” were in on it. Did they 
want the “down-crickers” to get 
ahead of them? Certainly not. 
So they all pitched in to help her 
get the school started. 

Miss Slone was off to a good 
start. She had the leading fam- 
ilies of the valley behind her—the 
Gayharts, Grigsbys and Combses, 
whose ancestors fought in the 
American Revolution, and the 
Smiths, who might have claimed 
descent from Captain John. The 
only thing that she lacked was 
money. She hit upon a plan, There 
were many white walnut trees 
along the creek. With the help of 
the boys she would harvesf the 
nuts and make them up into gift 
packages for Christmas. She ad- 
vertised in the railroad towns and

received orders for $100 worth, 
some of them accompanied by 
cash. The walnut crop that year 
was a failure, There weren’t any. 
She returned the money that she 
had received, One wellwisher re- 
turned $10 to her. 

She called the people together 
and told them how it was. If they 
would back her up she would help 
them get a school, But what could 
they do? They could help her 
build a log cabin to live in and 
take her and Sue Mantha White 
of Center College into their homes 
until it was completed. They 
agreed and she and Miss White 
lived around with the families un- 
til with the help of the “crickers,” 
up and down, the house was built. 
The furnishing consisted of cots 
propped up on broken chairs and 
a mail order stove bought on time, 
Women of the neighborhood con- 
tributed quilts and the few uten- 
slis and dishes that were needed. 
The Laotts Creek Community 
School was on its way. 

It took two years to finish the 
log house, with the big boys and 
their fathers helping when they 
could, but education couldn't wait. 
Miss Slone got a high school 
started in the district school 
building. The first term there were 
18 pupils. Then as now they came 
from up-creek and down-creek, 
from the coves and from across 
the mountains, walking or riding 
muleback, This winter there are 
53 in high school and 67 in the 
grades. : 

From seven miles away some 
of them come daily to school, or 
it would be seven miles if they 
followed the creeks that serve as 
roads, but they know the steep 
paths that serve as short cuts and 
they come that way. 

There would be more in high 
school, boys and girls who want 
to come from far away, if Miss 
Slone could put them up, There 
are 11 girls in a dormitory above 
the administfation office in a log 
building that was put up four 
years after the school started, and 
nine boys have been tucked away 
in odd corners, but now they are 
going to have a dormitory and 
there will be room for more. 
There are five teachers, three in 
the high school, including Miss 
Slone, and two employed by the 
county in the grades. 
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ROM the beginning there was 
Fitne problem of food. That had 

always been the problem on 
Lotts creek, for the valley is narrow 
and the mountainsides are steep. 
Miss Slone’s way of partly solving 
it was a school garden where the 
children could work, raising veg- 
etables to be canned for winter 
use with the help of the mothers. 
It was healthful work for the chil- 
dren and they had their reward 
in the hot lunches that were pro- 
vided in midwinter, strengthening 
them for the long trudge home- 
ward in the lengthening shadows 
at the end of the day. 

The time draws near when the 
Hardburley trail to North Fork 
will be closed to the truck that 
brings supplies in fair weather and 
it will be up to Old Mule to bring 
in the Christmas boxes and pack- 
ages that come to the railroad 
town. Lotts Creek Community 
School will be out of the world 
indeed, shut in until the trail be- 
comes passable in the spring, but 
life will go on in the little world 
apart as it always has. The win- 
ter will be hard and dreary in 
the crowded cabins up the creeks, 
even though they are not as 
crowded as they were before the 
war because the Gayharts, Grigs-

bys, Combses and Smiths sent 
their sons to fight, aS many as 
five and seven from single fam- 
ilies. They are only slowly drift- 
ing back and some of them will 
not return. 

Whatever befalls, there will be 
a Christmas tree at the commu- 
nity school, for hemiocks grow 
tall in the valley and one may 
be had for the axman’s taking. 
And there will be strands of pop- 
corn to decorate it. Maybe, too, 
there will be gifts sent from far 
places by friendly folks, brought 
from the railroad town by Old 
Mule. 
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T is good to travel, driving four 

miles an hour, the trail to the 

“Land of Long Shadows” where 
the Lotts Creek Community School 
is and Jearn from Alice Slone that 
in life it is better to give than 
to gain. She has given utterly and 
is happy in the giving, counting 
that greater gain than the world 
could have given unto her. She 
speaks thankfully of what has. 
been done and hopefully of what 
may yet be done for the mountain 
folk that she proudly calls “these 
my people.” They are. sturdy 
»people, she glowingly says, rich 
in the heritage of strength that 
the trail blazers brought through 
Cumberland Gap, poor only in 
worldly possessions, asking only 
that their children have a better 
chance. 

These her people, she says, “have 
an innate goodness of heart and 
a natural refinement, Being utter- 
ly mountain-bound and unable of 
themselves to break those bonds,

with primitive natyre, they have 
come to accept a tragically low 
standard of living as the natural 


one. They know no other. I say

they know no other. That is not 
entirely true. They long for better 
ways but have at their command 
neither the means nor the knowl- 
edge with which to bring about 
that change. They are quick to 
learn once they have had the 
opportunity to observe.” 

That is why Miss Slone chooses 
to live among her people, bring- 
ing to them higher standards of 
living. It is her reward that they, 
observing the standards of living 
at the school, Strive to raise theirs. 

As for the children, they are 
beautiful, eager, promising. They 
can be useful and they will be 
useful because the school is here 
to show them how and they are 
learning how.

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Contract 
Bridge

O have the setting trick at 
one's fingertips, and not to 
take it, is of course a major 
crime in bridge. But, on the other 
hand, umnecessary haste in “grab- 
bing that trick” may be just as 
deplorable. Nete today’s deal: 


South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
Routh 


North 

2 spades 2 no trump 
3 apades 3 mo trump 

4 spades Pass 

South was too insistent on @ 
spade contract—he should have 
respected North’s repeated denials 
and accepted the three no trump. 
That contract, too, might have 
come to grief, but at least it had 
a chance. 

Defending against four spades, 
West led the heart jack. Declarer 
drew three rounds of trumps, and 
when the suit failed to break-- 
West having discarded a low 
club—laid down the club king. 
West should have held up his ace 
to insure that dummy’s long club 
suit could not be run, but appar- 
ently fearing that South’s king 
was singleton, West. went right in 
with the ace and led another 
heart, 

Actually, West's haste in part- 
ing with his club ace should have 
because now, In 
a desperate effort to win two 
club tricks, declarer finessed to 
the club ten. East pounced with 
his jack, carefully counted the 
three tricks lying in front of him, 
and banged down the diamond ace 
with an air of great triumph. 
Later, West discarded a diamond 
instead of guarding the queen, 
and the contract was down only 
one, 

It was comforting, of course, 
for East to be able to cash the 
setting trick in the diamond ace, 
but what was the rush? The far 
more logicel play was to cash 
the high tgimp, thereby giving 
West the chance to discard an- 
other club if he had it. After that 
discard (which West certainly 
would choose) and in the certain 
knowledge that South had no club 
with which to reach dummy, East 
could exit with a heart and force 
South to start the diamonds.
